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One march, one slogan, shut down the BNP 


When the massive Unity march arrives at the cancer that is the British 
National Party headquarters in Welling on 16 October, it will be in the wake 
of murders, violent assaults, arsons and damage to the homes and businesses 
of Asians, blacks and Jews throughout the country. The aim of the demon- 
stration will be to conduct practical preventive medicine to make sure that 
the BNP’s freak council by-election success in Tower Hamlets remains just 
that. 

Searchlight is not rushing to condemn the 1,480 people of Millwall who 
voted nazi and the others who chose the softer racist option of voting Liberal 
Democrat. The vote for the BNP, like many other types of crime, cannot be 
wished away with talk about bad housing and unemployement. The area has 
suffered from a high level of family violence and deliquency for years and is 
in many respects a textbook breeding ground for fascism with its strong 
lumpen element. Since the election, anti-fascist activists in the area have suc- 
ceeded in differentiating those decent people who feel despair at their prob- 
lems from those who do not and will not fit into any kind of community life. 
The major social ills: unemployment, bad housing, crime and discrimination, 


‘have to be tackled head on, and an anti-racist education programme is 


urgently needed in the whole of the East End and wider, not only in Millwall. 

For a start the streets of the East End must be denied to the nazis and more 
than anything their operational base in Welling must be shut down. 

The police have some house cleaning to do after their spectacular failure to 
protect the Asian community in the East End last month, if we are to believe 
Commissioner Condon’s commitment to weeding out racism in the Metro- 
politan police. 

The Archbishop of Canterbury has called for people to do everything with- 
in the law to stop racial violence. That certainly leaves plenty of options to be 
explored in the coming weeks. 

Whilst the Labour Party and Liberal Democrats argued over which of 
them was the more racist, it was left to John Major to speak some really sen- 
sible words after the BNP victory, when he emphasised that this group is not 
part of British political life. Right on, prime minister, now how about taking 
the recent request from the United Nations seriously and outlawing the BNP. 

When we arrive in Welling on 16 October, we shall tell the nazis of the 
BNP: no more Rolan Adamses, no more Stephen Lawrences, no more Rohit 
Duggals, no more Ruhullah Arameshes, no more Quaddas Alis and certainly 
no more BNP. See you there. 
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BNP councillor elected in the 
wake of racial murder attempt 


he British National Party made 

the headlines last month with 

the election of Britain’s first 
BNP councillor on 16 September, after 
a recount gave him a majority of seven 
votes over Labour. 

Within minutes of the result being 
announced, recriminations between the ruling 
party in Tower Hamlets — the Liberal 
Democrats — and the Labour Party spilled out 
into a public confrontation that lasted for sev- 
eral days. Liberal leader Paddy Ashdown 
called for an inquiry into his party’s election 
material, which was openly racist, but was 
not prepared to accept that racism had been a 
problem in the local party for many years. 
Indeed a former NF activist once chaired a 
Hackney Liberal Party branch. 

The Labour Party in Tower Hamlets, too, 
did not have much to write home about, with 
a slightly more veiled use of racist and coded 
anti-Asian jargon in its election material. 

Two things had helped the BNP to victory. 
One was the lacklustre performance of the 
former Labour councillor for Millwall, who 
had become known as the invisible councillor 
as nobody could ever find him. The other was 
the deliberately leaked misinformation about 
the extent of BNP support in a poll of voters a 
week before the election. Labour claimed the 
BNP had 34 per cent compared to 38 per cent 
for Labour and leaked the figures to the local 
press in an attempt to scare Labour voters 
into turning out. The tactic backfired by giv- 
ing racists confidence that a vote for the BNP 
would not be wasted. Later it emerged that 
the Labour survey had lumped BNP support- 
ers together with don’t knows, but the dam- 
age was already done. 

Thus was Derek Beackon, the BNP’s chief 
steward and close associate of Combat 18 
thugs. elected with 1,480 votes, to be met 
with condemnation from the Archbishop of 
Canterbury, John Major and a wave of main- 
stream politicians and people in public life. 

Two questions remain. Were Asian voters 
deterred from casting their votes by gangs of 
BNP thugs hanging around polling stations? 
Local voters are considering a legal challenge 
to the result because of alleged intimidation. 

Secondly, what is Beackon’s employment 
status? The press have described him as an 
unemployed lorry driver, but Searchlight has 
been told that he sells the Evening Standard 
on a news stand near the docklands light 
railway. 

Even before the votes had been counted, 
gangs of violent nazis hanging around outside 
the council offices, some armed with sticks 
and bottles, left the area to attack anybody 
whom they did not like the look of, including 
whites. 

Alex Thompson, a Channel 4 news 
reporter, got exclusive film of a gang of BNP 
thugs beating a white man unconscious. The 
film showed van loads of police in the area 
while the victim lay unconscious on the

ground, but Scotland Yard later said that they 
had no information that this attack took place. 
Later it emerged that the leading attacker was 
wielding an iron bar which the victim man- 
aged to grab before going down under a rain 
of blows. When the police eventually turned 
up, they refused to take a statement from the 
victim, claiming they had no facilities to do 
so on the spot. 

Rocks and broken bottles were hurled at 
local anti-fascists and members of the Anti- 
Nazi League, who were there to help defend 
the Asian population from attack. 

Also ready to confront the nazis was a new 
Asian youth organisation called Youth 
Connection, which intends to organise local 
community defence. 

The day after the poll, council workers 
walked out of Tower Hamlets council offices, 
declaring through their trade union represen- 
tatives that they would not service the nazi 
councillor and that protests would be 
launched every time he tried to attend any 
council function. 

Beackon went out of his way to exacerbate 
the situation by refusing to be interviewed by 
black or Asian journalists or filmed by Asian 
camera crews. ITN refused to send anyone to 
interview him on those conditions. 

Beackon, not exactly the brightest of men, 
said he would only represent his ward’s white 
voters. When asked about his policies, he said 
he was going to send all immigrants home — a 
bit ambitious for a lone local councillor. 


Short temper 
The scene for Beackon’s win had been set by 
Barry Osborne in a local election last year, 
when he gained 20 per cent of the vote for the 
BNP. For some reason, Osborne was not up to 
standing again and was replaced by Derek 
“Daddy” Beackon, who lives within the ward. 
Beackon is well known for his short temper 
for carrying a hammer when he goes to Brick 


Lane for the BNP’s provocative nazi litera- 
ture sale on Sunday mornings. 

A number of key BNP thugs were arrested 
for incidents during the 1992 campaign and 
for trouble in July this year when Ernest 
Lucas, 24, of Rivington Walk, Hackney, Alan 
Thompson, 24, of Harold Hill in Essex, and 
Nicky Cooper, 22, from East Ham, were 
charged with violence against a group of 
Asians. They were ordered to stay out of 
Tower Hamlets when they appeared in court 
in mid August. 

Cooper and Thompson are associated with 
C18 as well as being members of the BNP. 
All three are close associates of Beackon. 

More problems for the BNP came on 
Saturday 4 September. A group of mainly 
young people from the ANL and local resi- 
dents opposed to the BNP assembled near the 
City Pride pub. They were attacked by a gang 
of around 16 nazi skins led by Paul Ballard, a 
leading light in the BNP and C18, from 
Surrey. The gang, most of whom were from 
south London, bombarded the anti-fascists 
with bottles from a nearby bottle bank. The 
fight that followed left Ballard semi-con- 
scious in the gutter and the rest of the skins 
fleeing for their lives. A skinhead girl from 
south London girl skinhead was pounded by 
anti-fascist women. 

Police detained an anti-fascist who had 
been cut by a bottle. Customers in the pub 
voiced support for the ANL. At the police sta- 
tion a police surgeon pointed out that the 
detained man was a victim and he was 
released. 

On the evening of Wednesday 8 September, 
East End pubs were full as people watched 
the England v Poland football match. BNP 
canvassers brought in from all over London 
ended their evening’s work and headed 
towards home. Some apparently stopped at a 
pub to join friends near Shadwell station, pos- 
sibly on their way to south London, while 
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four Asian teenagers were returning video- 
tapes to a shop near the pub. The Asians were 
attacked by up to eight people including a 
woman. Two escaped. One was hit, managed 
to get away, but was chased. Two whites told 
the police as a mugger 
and he was detained. 
Back at the pub 
kicks and _ punches 
rained down on the 
body of Quaddas Ali, 
a 17-year-old student, 
leaving him uncon- 
scious with multiple 
wounds. At the time 
Searchlight went to 
press he was still in 
the Royal London 
hospital on a life sup- 
port system. His fami- 
ly, friends and fellow 
students are devastat-

leader of the police trade union to call for 
tougher sentences for racists. 

The local police put on a great show of 
conducting an inch by inch search looking for 
clues. The officer in charge of the case said 
they were looking at local racists and treating 
it as attempted murder. 

There are more than 4,000 reported racial 
attacks in London a year, nearly half of which 
have been aimed at the Asian community. But 
this one came in the middle of a BNP “rights 
for whites” election campaign with thugs 
imported from all over London and the home 
counties. Why the police were not looking 
wider for the attackers than just among local 

racists is not clear. 

i Two days later around 300 Asians and 

some whites held a vigil outside the hospital. 
About 10 police officers were visible and 
some demonstrators started throwing screwed 
up leaflets at the police. An eyewitness told 
Searchlight that he had seen riot police 
around the corner putting on their gear as 
though they expected something to happen. 

At this point a police officer went into the 

crowd and tried to pull out a demonstrator. 
The situation exploded, with the riot squad 
rushing in to help their colleagues. The result 
was 20 to 30 people injured on both sides 
including some with nasty head wounds. The 
crowd attacked pubs where BNP supporters 
had been drinking and serious disorder spread 
to the whole area around the hospital. 

The hospital should not be unfamiliar with 
the BNP. Brian White, who peddles nazi hate 
material at Brick Lane nearly every Sunday, 
is a senior catering worker there. Perhaps it is 
just coincidence that Asian staff there have 
complained of racism for several years. 

‘ As a result of the disturbances nine Asian 
youths have appeared in court charged with 
riot, a very serious offence, and one white 
man has is charged with possession of a 
petrol bomb. 

The next day the ANL took the fight back 
into Millwall. Only about 100 people turned 
up and their protest passed with little trouble 
except for some racial abuse from a handful 
of local people. The BNP were seen canvass- 

ing some distance away. 

The situation changed dramatically that 
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BNP organiser held 
after street clashes 


ritish National Party members 
B were hoping to celebrate the 
election of Derek Beackon to 
Tower Hamlets council by rallying the 
troops to the party’s regular sales 
pitch at the junction of Bethnal Green 
Road and Brick Lane in London’s 
East End on Sunday 18 September. 
Since the 1930s fascists have gathered in 
this area to peddle their hate-filled publica- 
tions and hold street meetings. Last year 
Combat 18 commandos seriously assaulted a 
group of anti-fascists, who were outnum- 
bered, and beat them with iron bars, bottles 
and hammers. This incident, like an earlier 
attack half a mile away, did not result in any 
convictions, following half-hearted investiga-

tions by the police and Crown Prosecution 
Service. 

But celebration was not to be the order of 
the day. When the BNP nazis arrived, with 
Derek Beackon hidden in the back of a van 
full of thugs, they were stoned by anti-fascists 
and retreated. Then a handful of paper sellers, 
including C18 members Simon Biggs and 
Peter Illing and BNP criminal Ian Dell, 
turned up only to be rushed by dozens of 
youngsters from the Anti-Nazi League and 
Youth against Racism in Europe. A large 
police presence failed to prevent anti-fascists 
capturing and burning speared BNP flag- 
poles, hundreds of nazi papers and Simon 
Biggs’s riot helmet. 

Sometime later a larger force of BNP heav- 
ies arrived and were heavily protected by

evening, with nazis invading the largely 
Asian area around Brick Lane, about three 
miles from Millwall. To add insult to injury, 
they drank in the pub opposite the hospital 
where young Quaddas Ali lay critically ill. 

For reasons that are unclear the police 
removed the BNP from the pub, possibly at 
the instigation of the landlord. 

However they were allowed to remain in 
the area. The police are reported to have 
stopped five nazi supporters with baseball 
bats, confiscating the weapons, but allowing 
the nazis to go on their way. 

Later a small group of nazis walked 
through Brick Lane shouting abuse at Asian 
shops and restaurants. Shortly afterwards a 
group of 30 to 40 BNP supporters walked the 
length of the street smashing shop windows, 
injuring diners by flying glass and bricks. 
Several eyewitnesses saw two police officers 
with dogs walking with the thugs. The nazis 
eventually moved on, two firebombs were 


hurled at the local police station and police 
who arrived on the scene were abusive to 
local Asians complaining about damage to 
their property. By midnight nearly 1,000 
Asians were on the streets to protect their 
community. 

An anti-nazi leaflet drive had been planned 

for the Sunday before the poll. Members 
of the ANL and Youth against Racism in 
Europe (YRE) were joined by local Asian 
youths. They leafleted the area and then, apart 
from the YRE members, went to the junction 
of Brick Lane and Bethnal Green Road, 
where the nazis sell papers every Sunday 
morning. 
_ Hundreds of police were on duty and 
allowed a motley crew of around 20 nazi 
criminals and thugs to peddle their hate mate- 
rial. The nazis included Eddy Whicker and 
Simon Chadwick, who is on bail for a serious 
assault in the Midlands and is not supposed to 
leave Chesterfield.

police in riot gear. Then a large group of men 
and women, wearing what looked like 
Combat 18 baseball caps and singing Rule 
Britannia, marched up the street. The police 
opened ranks to let them reinforce the BNP 
thugs and within seconds the nazis were beat- 
en to the ground by the newcomers, who 
turned out not to be nazis at all. The BNP 
heavy mob fled bleeding and in absolute 
terror. 

Many people felt this was fair revenge for 
all the terror attacks dished out by C18 and 
the BNP in the last two years. 

Shortly afterwards a black and white cou- 
ple were seriously assaulted outside the Ship 
pub in Bethnal Green Road, where BNP 
members drink regularly. The man’s face was 
cut to the bone by a glass and the woman was 
knocked about. The police, who arrived 


quickly, sealed the pub with the attackers 
inside and the woman identified four men. 

The following day Richard Edmonds, a 
BNP senior officer, Simon Biggs from Surrey 
and Paul Steele and Stephen O’ Shea from the 
East End appeared at Thames Magistrates 
Court on charges of violent disorder. They 
were remanded in custody for a week. Biggs 
faces a further charge of causing grievous 
bodily harm. 

The removal of these four from the scene 
follows another loss for the BNP in 
September when Judge Pryor, at Woolwich 
Crown Court, sentenced Stephen Richardson, 
of Walmer Terrace, Woolwich, to three years’ 
jail for assaulting a black man after the Rohit 
Duggal memorial march in Eltham late last 
year. The judge described the attack as a 
racist and cowardly unprovoked attack. 


About 100 anti-fascists were penned in 
behind police riot barriers. Police took no 
action against a nazi thug who walk up to the 
anti-fascists, shouted nazi slogans and boast- 
ed about what they had done to the local 
shops the previous night. In contrast an Asian 
who threw a rolled-up paper ball at the police 
was slapped in the face by a police officer in 
full view of the press. 

The Times and Sunday Times are to be con- 
gratulated for their accurate reporting of 
events in the area. 

The Anti-Racist Alliance, which was 
noticeably silent in the week after the attack 
on Quaddas Ali, tried to climb on the band- 
wagon in Tower Hamlets on Tuesday 14 
September, when ARA speakers turned up to 
speak to a handful of their own members. 
Two Asian youths who attended the meeting 
quickly walked out and went up the road to 
attend the very successful Youth Connection 
meeting. 


The Times and Evening Standard that day 
had reported the open letter from the parents 
of Stephen Lawrence, the murdered black 
teenager from south London, denouncing the 
ARA. This means that not a single victim 
family now supports the ARA splinter march 
in central London on 16 October, although 
the march is being held under the slogan of 
support for victim families. Most of the fami- 
lies of the recent racist murder victims will be 
supporting the Unity march against the BNP 
through Welling on the same day. 

The curious police attitude to the events in 
east London is perhaps summed up by the 
words of a local chief inspector, Arthur 
Welsh, quoted in The Sun the day after the 
poll. He said he was born in Hackney and 
was not surprised by the result. He went on to 
predict more problems policing the area. 
There is no doubt of this if the forces of law 
and order continue to hand over the area to 
nazi and racist gangs of thugs.

roof that the British National 
Pp Party’s ballot box success in 
Tower Hamlets was a purely 
local phenomenon was evident earlier 
in the month when a BNP local elec- 


tion candidate in Burnley, Lancashire 
received just nine votes. 


Another BNP candidate in the same area 
had denounced the BNP days before the poll 
and told people not to vote for him. 

The two candidates were 26-year-old David 
McNee and Scott Sullivan, who had stood for 
the BNP in another local election only a few 
months earlier. 

They had been wheeled onto the scene in 
an effort to give the BNP a cleaner look. A 
candidate earlier in the year had turned out to 
have serious criminal convictions. 

The Burnley vote followed a weekend of 
violence in the town centre. A BNP day of 
action on the August bank holiday weekend 
had been organised in support of the candi- 
dates and to coincide with a home match 
between the local football team and the 
London team Leyton Orient, which has had a 
small but noisy BNP following in recent 
years. 

Things began to go wrong when a coach 
load of nazis from other parts of the country, 
which included party boss John Tyndall and a 
London contingent, was pulled off the road 
by the polic. They informed the nazis that the 
town was filling up with anti-fascists and the 
march had been banned. 

Tyndall, clearly not showing proper fiihrer 
tendencies, caved in, to the disgust of local 
nazis, who, although only a handful in num- 
bers, continued into the town in the hope of 
winding up the local football supporters 
against the Anti-Nazi League and Anti- 
Fascist Action. This ploy achieved limited 
success but resulted in violence against the 
police and local people going about their 
Saturday afternoon shopping. 

The police, supported by a small group of 
officers in riot gear, struggled to keep the two 
sides apart. The day ended with 31 arrests for 
various offences. Reports say that about 15 of 
those arrested were anti-fascists and the rest 
nazis and football hooligans. 

Local MPs and MEP Michael Hindley, as 
well as the press and shopkeepers, were angry 
that the police had not banned the nazi march 
much earlier, instead of waiting until events 
were getting out of hand. 

At the end of the day a handful of local 
nazis turned up outside the football ground 
with a flag and BNP papers to try and stir up 
supporters leaving the match. Instead they 
found themselves being hit and jostled with 
their flag snatched from them and _ their 
papers thrown to the ground, as the football 
crowd rightly expressed anger at their 
presence. 

The failure of the BNP’s march was not the 
last of the party’s problems. The Monday 
after the violence, David McNee, one of the 
two Burnley candidates, made a statement to 
the local press saying that he was not a BNP 
member, had been duped into standing for the 
party and was very upset at the trouble they 
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had caused for the local community. He 
thanked his family and real friends for putting 
him right and advised people not to vote for 
him. 

But on election day it was Sullivan who got 
only nine votes, possibly an all-time low for a 
BNP candidate, while McNee, who did not 
want any votes, got 32. A third BNP candi- 
date in the area, Andrew Lambert in 
Heywood, did best gaining 43 votes. 

McNee is reported to have received serious 
threats from BNP activists for showing guts 
in leaving the party and making his public 
call. Other BNP members in the North West 
have been engaged in a series of brawls, not 
with the anti-fascist camp or black people, 
but among themselves. 

What Ken Henderson, the BNP’s regional 
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On the buses with J ohn Morse 


A combined effort by trade unionists 
and anti-fascists is under way in the 
south of England to remove John 
Morse, a senior member of the British 
National Party, from his job as a bus 
driver at Winchester bus garage. 


Morse. who once lived in South Africa, 
made the news in Britain when he was sent to 
prison with John Tyndall. the leader of the 
British National Party, in 1986 for offences 
under the race relations laws. The charges 
arose from his editorship of the party’s hate 
sheet, British Nationalist. 

A fanatical Jew-baiter and racist, Morse has 
is one of the BNP’s travelling circus, turning 
up in various foreign parts to meet senior 
overseas nazis. 

He recently married Teresa Skelton, who 
comes from an equally racist background. 
Many top British nazis attended the wedding. 

Local anti-fascists have called for Morse to 
be sacked from his job because his job as a 
driver-conductor brings him into contact with 
many of the people he professes to hate. 

Southampton trades council took up the 
matter with the union at the bus garage where 
he works, the RMT, which is led by this 


boss, will do to try and put matters right is 
anybody’s guess. Henderson is a former 
Conservative and Searchlight would like to 
hear more about Henderson’s employment or 
business connections and about his links with 
local Conservatives who were at a dinner in 
the region in late April, at which John Tyndall 
was the guest speaker. 

Henderson was not available for comment 
after the débacle in Burnley but has been 
feeding the local press stories about the 
BNP’s good standing with some local Tories. 
Is this an attempt by Henderson to enhance 
his own standing across party lines, or is it 
part of a secret agenda within the top eche- 
lons of the BNP to entrap Conservatives and 
then expose their links with the BNP to boost 
the BNP’s credibility? 
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year’s TUC president Jimmy Knapp. The 
union responded with active support for 
action to get rid of Morse. 

Anti-fascists marched to Winchester bus 
garage to picket Morse last month. He arrived 
at work with an interesting assortment of nazi 
thugs and criminals: John Merritt, from the 
Croydon branch of the BNP and a close asso- 
ciate of Combat 18; Simon Chadwick from 
Chesterfield, who is on bail for a serious 
assault and under court orders to stay in 
Chesterfield; and Peter Illing from 
Hertfordshire. However, rumours that Charlie 
Sargent of C18 was present were not correct. 

One of the main reasons for the growing 
interest in Morse and the BNP in the area is 
because of the desecration of the local Jewish 
cemetery in August. The refusal by 
Southampton football club to join the cam- 
paign to kick racism out of football has also 
caused concern among anti-fascists. Other 
recent incidents in Southampton include an 
attack on an Asian bus driver, the stoning of 
an Asian family’s home and an attempted 
BNP intervention in an trade union festival. 

The new local anti-fascist movement, Unity 
aims to put the lid on local nazis and racists 
and their activities. 
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Klan brings terror to Welsh village 


azi skinheads have been 

parading around a Welsh vil- 

lage carrying iron bars and 
bringing terror to residents. The skins, 
some wearing nazi uniforms, are 
brought in every weekend by Alan 
Beshella, boss of the British Ku Klux 
Klan. 


They have plastered the village of Caerau, 
half a mile from Maesteg, with British Natio- 
nal Party, KKK and other nazi material and 
become increasingly violent and threatening. 

On 11 September, 200 supporters of the 
Anti-Nazi-League marched through Maesteg 
to protest against Beshella and the Klan. 
Beshella had 25 skins there that weekend and 
after the march neighbours of Beshella tele- 
phoned Rosemary Martin, a local ANL 
activist, to say they were under siege from 
nazis parading around their home. 

She told the police, who said they were 
monitoring the situation, but the family 
reported later that there was no sign of them. 
Even local councillors appeared unable to get 
the police to take any action. 

Martin and a friend, Richard Davies, then 
drove over to support the family. Davies 
stayed with the car because nails and screws 
had been put in Martin’s tyres the previous 
night. Martin spoke to the skins, who at first 
thought she was a reporter and told her that 
they wanted to get rid of Catholics, Jews and 
blacks from the village. 

When she returned to the car four nazis, 
one wearing a swastika, attacked Davies, 
punching him and trying to pull him out of 
the car. Martin was beaten, receiving two 
black eyes, bruises and other injuries. An 
eyewitness was threatened with death if he 
intervened and the car sufferred £1,000 of 
damage. 

They eventually managed to drive off, leav- 
ing the skins boasting about their success. A 
mile down the road they saw the police just 
arriving. 

Police eventually arrested two nazis, one 
from Chepstow and the other from 
Gloucestershire, after Ms Martin provided 
detailed descriptions. The police previously 
claimed they could not arrest the skins 
because they all looked alike. They have been 
charged with affray. 

Angry anti-fascist demonstrators gathered 
at the village police station in the evening to 
protest at police inaction.

Alan Beshella, a convicted child mo-lester 
and gun runner, was at the centre of a row on 
4 July this year when he and his nazi friends 
burned an effigy of a black man as some sort 
of perverted celebration of American 
Independence Day. In fighting with local peo- 
ple that followed some people were badly 
injured and Beshella and some of his play- 
mates were charged with minor public order 
offences. He was due to appear in court on 22 
September 1993 for breach of the peace. 

Searchlight exposed the activities of the 
KKK in Britain in July 1990, reporting that 
Beshella was running a British section of the 
Invisible Empire Knights of the Ku Klux 
Klan from his home. 

Beshella was born in Britain but cut his 
political teeth as an organiser for the KKK in 
Texas and California. His Klan boss in the 
USA was and still is James W Farrands. 
Returning to the UK after several years, 
Beshella set up a Klan group in_ the 
Bournemouth area with cross burnings and 
recruitment through illegal posters and stick- 
ers giving Farrands’s address as a contact 
point. 

A Searchlight mole working inside the 
Klan discovered navy ratings and members of 
the territorial army in key positions, as well 
as an Irish gunman from the terrorist group 
INLA in the Klan’s ranks. Key British nazis,

were signed up and by 
summer 1990 nearly 
400 people had been 
recruited. They includ- 
ed Keith Thompson of 
the League of St 
George, Ian Stuart 
Donaldson of the nazi 
band Skrewdriver and 
Paul Marriott.

Beshella, who police at the time thought 
had no visible means of support, appeared to 
have some connections with the music scene. 

Beshella started buying up properties in 
Caerau which were going at rock bottom 
prices as the Welsh mining industry was near 
to collapse. Some reports suggested that he 
owned four houses in the village. 

He appeared to have dropped out of sight 
after local people turned on him and his 
weekend nazi visitors, and Searchlight and 
the Sunday People exposed him. A television 
programme about the KKK’s activities in 
Britain followed three months later and 
Beshella received several visits from Special 
Branch. 

Beshella appears to have continued to buy 
properties. Some have been let and it seems 
he has in some cases obtained deposits from 
tenants and then turned them out. 

Some people think Beshella intends to take 
over the village and set up a nazi retreat simi- 
lar to those in the USA. He is getting Klan 
robes from the USA and moving nazis into 
the properties he owns in the village. 

Attempts by Jane Isaacs, a local reporter, to 
expose Beshella ended when the newspaper’s 
staff received death threats. The paper then 
described him as a reformed character who 
had been raising money to help Bosnian 
refugees. 

On one recent weekend the nazi skin band 
Celtic Warrior were playing in Beshella’s gar- 
den and their supporters, who came from 
Gloucester, Cardiff, Chepstow and 
Birmingham, were roaming the streets attack- 
ing people and property, unhindered by the 
police. 

The police appear unwilling or unable to 
deal with Beshella. Police told the local ANL 
that they were dealing with the violence as a 
domestic matter and accused the ANL of giv- 
ing Beshella too much credibility. Perhaps 
Home Office officials should go to Wales and 
see for themselves the reign of terror and vio- 
lence with which this law and order govern- 
ment is incapable of dealing.

drowned taxi-driver 


Two men who murdered an Asian taxi- 
driver were motivated by “greed and 
racial hatred’, a court has heard. 


The men were arrested after the stepmother 
of Mark Lee became sickened by the 
“giggles, smiles and laughter” as he boasted 
about the killing to his co-defendant. 

Mark Lee, 22, and Ricky Lee, 18. who are 
unrelated, are both accused of murder. 

The court heard that Ricky Lee had been to 
West Ham’s football ground on 25 February 


to pay his respects to the club’s former 
captain, Bobby Moore, who died of cancer. 
Mark Lee joined him and they took a taxi, 
which they directed to a deserted area of 
Docklands. They beat up the driver, Mr Fiaz 
Mirza, 42, a married man with four children, 
and stole his £30 takings. Then they put him, 
unconscious, into the boot of the car and 
crashed it through gates leading to a dock. 
The car was made to drive into the dock, but 
Mr Mirza managed to jump free. The attackers 
again beat him with fists and feet, and then, 


each holding an arm, allegedly threw him into 
the dock. He was saying “Oh no”. 

Mark Lee’s stepmother, Lillian, said that 
later Mark and Ricky were singing a song, 
giggling, with the words “Oh no, splash” in 
an Asian accent. She became so concerned 
about their sick behaviour that she told Mark 
to see a doctor. 

Mrs Lee, who is physically disabled, said 
she informed the police because she had been 
brought up to tell the truth and the pair were 
getting away with murder 


Leicester MPs call for action 


A public meeting addressed by two 
Leicester MPs has heard a call for 
firm action against racial violence. 


In a recent arson attack in the Belgrave 
area, burning paper was pushed through a 
letterbox. Fortunately neighbours spotted the 
flames and Mr Arun Patel, 40, his wife Asha, 
30, and their two children escaped. 

At the meeting, called by the Indian 
Workers Association, Leicester South MP Jim 
Marshall revealed that incidents of racial 
attacks in Leicestershire rose from 84 to 338 
between 1988 and 1992. He said racial 
violence should be a_ specific criminal 
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offence. “There is also a need for European 
anti-discrimination legislation so that black 
people can have the same protection 
everywhere,” he continued. 

In a moving speech, Leicester East MP 
Keith Vaz said: “I want my child to be born in 
a city like Leicester where people can come 
together and say they will not allow attacks 
like this to happen anymore.” 

He said people should contact their MPs, 
the police, and Leicester city council. “These 
attacks have to be dealt with by the 
community as a whole and we should start 
with the agencies that are there to protect us.” 

After the meeting, Inspector Steve 


Hastings, head of the police race relations 
unit, said that the increase in reported attacks 
was largely due to a campaign to encourage 
people to come forward. “We still need more 
witnesses with good evidence if we are to 
make further progress,” he added. 

Leicester police manage to reach 
“satisfactory outcomes” in 35 per cent of 
cases, compared to only 22 per cent for the 
Metropolitan police. 

Leicester City football club is supporting 
the Kick Racism Out of Football campaign. 
Fans making racist chants will be ejected by 
security staff. A full-page message is to be 
carried in the club programme.

No justice for dead deportee 


The government is continuing to 
refuse to hold a public inquiry into the 
killing of Joy Gardner, who died while 
police were attempting to deport her. 


Nobody has been appointed to head an 
investigation into the workings of deportation 
policies by Scotland Yard and the Home 
Office. At first the Home Office announced 
that the investigation would cover “deportation 
practices, procedures and equipment’, but it 
seems it will now be limited to looking at 
procedures. A key element in Joy Gardner’s 
death was the use of a body belt and gagging. 

Two police inquiries are under way: an 
internal investigation by Scotland Yard, and a 
Police Complaints Authority investigation by 
Essex police. Neither will be made public. 

Tabloid newspapers have told stories about 
Mrs Gardner which cast her in a bad light. 
The Mail on Sunday said that the evidence of 
her former husband, Joseph Gardner, “called 
into question attempts by left-wing agitators 
to portray her as a martyr of police brutality.” 

Bernie Grant MP said: “Mrs Gardner’s 
family are heartbroken by these stories. The 
marriage did go wrong after a short time, but 
the family did not recognise Mr Gardner’s 
version of events — there are two sides to 
every relationship breakdown.” 

Tory MP Teresa Gorman joined in this 


vicious campaign. She said that Mrs Gardner 
had been “bumming on the social services for 
years.” Saying that she “regretted” the death 
of Mrs Gardner, Ms Gorman added: “This is 
not a dumping ground for anyone who wants 
to come and live off the backs of the taxpayer.” 

The three police officers suspended after 
Joy Gardner’s death — a woman detective 
sergeant and two male PCs — have given their 
“version of events” in what looks like an 
orchestrated media campaign. 

The story was conveyed by a “senior 
colleague” and was run in almost identical 
detail in all the tabloid papers. Meant as a 
defence of the officers, it in fact reveals much 
about racist attitudes in the police force. 

The article is full of crude racial 
stereotypes. Joy Gardner allegedly “stripped 
herself almost naked” before “‘screaming in a 
frenzy”. We are told that she took off her T 
shirt, leaving herself naked apart from a pair 
of brief knickers. This apparently put the 
male officers in “a very vulnerable position”, 
since they did not want to be accused of 
indecent assault. 

Mrs Gardner allegedly ripped a telephone 
from its socket and hurled it at the police, 
followed by two ceramic jars. “At the same 
time she started screaming and began working 
herself into a frenzy,” the article claims. 

She was “a big and really strong woman. 


The woman PC was flung all over the place. 
She then snapped at the ears of one of the 
Yard officers but fortunately missed,” the 
story continues. Mrs Gardner was gagged but 
“within minutes” police realised that she had 
stopped breathing. 

The images used by the police include 
superhuman — strength, total irrationality 
(“frenzy”), animal like viciousness (“snapped 
at’) and rampant sexuality (“almost naked”). 
Similar descriptions have been used in every 
controversial incident involving black people 
and the police over the past 20 years. The 
Police Federation was reported to be “angry” 
that the three officers were suspended rather 
than being sent home on special leave. 

Details of two other deportation cases have 
emerged recently. In the West Midlands, 
Rukhsana_ Faqir, 23, needed hospital 
treatment after collapsing unconscious while 
being arrested by immigration officers. Ms 
Faqir was later being held in a detention 
centre in Walsall awaiting deportation to 
Pakistan. An application for a judicial review 
was due to be made. 

Dorothy Nwokedi, 31, who was deported to 
Nigeria in July, was forcibly restrained by 
security guards. The guards, from Airline 
Security Consultants, taped her legs and 
mouth. Ms Nwokedi said she also suffered 
bruising all over. 


Rugby chief in racist outburst 


A leading Rugby Union official has 
been condemned for his_ racist 
outburst at a sports dinner. 


Speaking to journalists, Dudley Wood, 
secretary of the Rugby Football Union, 
described boxing and athletics as: “sports for 
the underprivileged, unemployed and ethnic 
communities”. 

He said he could see the day when Britain 
staged an athletics match against Kenya with 
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Richard Adams (above), father of the 
murdered teenager Rolan Adams, 
calls for action against racist attacks.

every athlete black. “And who would watch 
them then?” he asked. 

He also condemned Carl Lewis and 
Linford Christie over their competition at 
Gateshead. “Two of the greatest runners in 
the world, both black, took £200,000 from the 
sport and put nothing back,” he claimed. 

Alan Hubbard of The Observer, present at 
the dinner, pointed out that 12 million people 
watched the Lewis Christie race. “So of 
course people are interested in watching 
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black people if they are the best,” he said. 

Wood, who insisted that he is “no racist’, 
has been condemned by the Sports Council 
and rugby players. Sir Peter Yarranton, chair 
of the Sports Council, said: ““We abhor any 
kind of racism.” 

He said that the council’s position had been 
reinforced to the Rugby Union and Mr Wood. 

Seven members of the British Lions rugby 
team, including England captain Will Carling, 
wrote to Wood, condemning his remarks. 
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Broadmoor’s deadly racism 


Big, Black and Dangerous?, an 
investigation into the deaths of three 
young black men in Broadmoor special 
hospital, has found that “organi- 
sational racism” contributed to the 
deaths. The report also says that there 
is evidence of direct racism in some 
areas. 


Nursing skills are described as of “very low 
quality”. Instead of offering counselling or 
psychotherapy, or even just talking to Afro- 
Caribbean patients, the first response was to 
give high doses of sedative drugs. It is hardly 
surprising that many ethnic minority patients 
were terrified that the authorities were 
“killing them off”.

Kicking racism 
out of football 


The Commission for Racial Equality 
and the Professional Footballers 
Association have launched a campaign 
to combat racism in soccer. The 
Football Association is also being 
asked to take action. 


The initiative, called “Let’s Kick Racism 
Out of Football”, involves clubs putting an 
anti-racist message in their programmes and 
putting up posters at grounds. As well as 
combating racist abuse, the campaign hopes to 
encourage more black and Asian people to 
attend as spectators and to increase their 
representation in soccer administration. 

19 of the 92 English league clubs have 
refused to support the campaign. Some, 
including Southampton and Norwich, are 
apparently concerned they might upset some 
of their fans. The racist ones, presumably. 

It is no surprise that very few black people 
go to matches, even though almost a quarter 
of professional football players in England 
and Wales are black. Herman Ouseley, chair 
of the CRE, and John Fashanu, the black 
Wimbledon player, both said they would not 
take their families to matches. 

Black footballers still face racist abuse and 
chanting, in spite of the Football Offences Act 
1991, which made such chanting illegal. 

Ian Wright, the Arsenal and England player, 
said: “In the premier division it’s not so bad. 
But if you go and play a team from the lower 
division then you get it a lot.” 

Paul Elliot, who plays for Chelsea, said that 
when he joined Glasgow Celtic in 1989: 
“When you were in possession you got a boo 
or a monkey chant. Each time you went on the 
pitch you heard chants of “You black bastard’. 
They threw banana skins on the pitch.” He 
said that things had got a lot better since. 

Brian Marwood of the PFA praised the 
efforts of clubs such as Leeds and Millwall in 
tackling hooliganism and racism. 
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stood back from them observing behaviour 
and waiting for the next violent episode. This 
was combined with a macho culture which 
responded aggressively to any perceived 
challenge to authority. 

Three Afro-Caribbean men have died: 

In 1984 Michael Martin died after being 
injected with tranquillisers after a violent 
struggle. 

In August 1988 Joseph Watts died after 
being restrained in a seclusion room by up to 
10 staff. 

On 28 August 1991 Orville Blackwood 
died after being restrained and injected with 
tranquillisers at up to three times the 
recommended dose. He was placed in 
seclusion after refusing to attend occupational 
therapy and became aggressive when a doctor 


and between five and 
unexpectedly entered his room. 

The “named nurse” whose duty was to get 
to know the patient had a “very superficial” 
knowledge of Mr Blackwood. 

No member of staff has been disciplined 
following Mr Blackwood’s death, though there 
were clearly staff who were incompetent if not 
worse. The inquiry fails to blame anyone and 
takes the soft option of saying that the precise 
biochemical cause of death is uncertain. 

Mr Blackwood’s mother, Clara Buckley, 
described the report as a “cover-up”. She is 
still calling for a public inquiry into his death. 

The report makes 47 recommendations. 
Two of them, involving an independent voice 
to oversee changes at Broadmoor, have 
already been rejected by the authorities.

Bradford schools bias 


Asian parents in Bradford are refusing 
to send their children to secondary 
schools because of alleged racism in 
the schools’ allocation. 


The parents’ objections are continuing 
despite a recent legal decision in which Mr 
Justice Jowitt ruled that the discrimination in 
Bradford was geographical and_ therefore 
legal. It just happens that most of the children 
in the Manningham area are Asian. 

Parents are planning to appeal against the 
High Court ruling. 

Parents of about 30 children say that they 
are being denied the choice open to white 
parents because Asian areas have been 
excluded from school catchment areas. 

They say they will not send their children to 


school until they are given places in schools 
of their choice. 

The parents allege that only about five per 
cent of white children in Bradford are denied 
places in their top three schools, compared to 
30 per cent of children in the largely Pakistani 
and Bangladeshi area of Manningham. 
Indeed, Manningham does not even lie in 
the catchment area of any of the city’s 
secondary schools. 

Mr Sitander Ali, 56, one of the parents, 
said: “I came to Britain from Bangladesh in 
the 1960s and spent nearly 30 years working 
in the textile mills. I have suffered a lot and I 
know how hard it is without an education. I 
don’t want my son to go through what I did 
and as far as I’m concerned, education is the 
key to success.” 


Police ignore racist attack 


The Asian community in Leeds is 
angry and worried after police took 
over two hours to respond to a racist 
attack. When the police finally turned 
up, they told Asians in the Beeston 
district that they were making the 
situation worse by standing outside 
trying to protect their homes. 


The incident started with gangs of white 
youths chanting racist slogans outside Asian 
homes on the night of 8 August. 

Sunjeeba Hanif said: “At about 9.30 we 
heard them shouting ‘sieg heil’ and ‘Pakis 
out’. When we went to the window they were 
trying to rip the fence down. They smashed 
the windows of a taxi driven by an Asian 
man. Then my brother ran out and they 
attacked him.” 

Sunjeeba said that although her sister rang 
the police more than 10 times, it took them 
over two hours to arrive. 


Eventually a patrol car drove past, followed 
later by four police vans with dogs. None of 
the attackers was caught, but two Asian men 
were arrested for breach of the peace. 

“The Asian community is very angry and 
worried at the same time, Ms Hanif explained. 
We’re worried because no-one was caught 
and because of the police’s response. It was 
just unbelievable,” she said. 

The Asian community say that the 
attackers, who are National Front supporters, 
are well known and have only recently moved 
into the area. 

A few months ago there was fighting 
between white and Asian youths in Cross 
Flatts. 

Elsewhere in Leeds, attacks have taken 
place on mosques and Asian businesses as 
well as individuals. 

Until recently people were reluctant to tell 
anyone about these attacks, but now that 
attitude is changing.

Islamia school refused Racists evicted 


A government minister has _ been 
accused of “‘malicious prejudice against 
Asians” over a refusal to give govern- 
ment funding to a Muslim school. 


The Islamia School, in Brent, north west 
London, was founded 10 years ago by Yusuf 
Islam. The 180 pupil school, which has a 
waiting list of 1,000, asks parents to 
contribute £1,100 a year. The school has been 
heavily subsidised by Yusuf Islam, formerly 
the pop singer Cat Stevens, but may have to 
close without government funding. 

The school applied for voluntary aided 
status to put it in the same position as the 
4,000 Christian and Jewish voluntary aided 
schools, which receive funds to cover running 
costs and up to 85 per cent of capital 
spending. The application was originally 
turned down in May on the grounds that there 
were empty primary school places in Brent. 

The education department was ordered to 
reconsider this decision by Mr _ Justice 
Macpherson in the high court, who said that 
the rejection was manifestly unfair. He 
described Islamia as a “splendid and 
remarkable school”. 

But Baroness Blatch, Minister of State for 
Education, again turned down _Islamia’s 
application on the grounds of a surplus of 
primary school places. 

Among those who believe that the real 
reason was a government decision to refuse 
voluntary aided status to any Muslim school 


are the leader writer of The Times and 
Conservative MP, Sir Rhodes Boyson. 

The Times stated: “The department of 
education is being either perversely obtuse or 
explicitly prejudiced”, and argued that on 
freedom of choice grounds the school should 
be supported, since it clearly provides a 
service that many parents want. 

Less than 24 hours after the Islamia school 
decision was announced, Baroness Blatch 
gave grant maintained status to Oakington 
Manor primary school in Brent. The school 
will require up to £3 million for repairs. 

Sir Rhodes Boyson, MP for Brent North, 
said the two decisions were “totally 
nonsensical’. “Islamia is not a Brent school as 
most pupils come from outside,” he said. “But 
if there are too many places in the borough, 
why has the department saved a school 
needing astronomic repairs when closure 
would help solve the places problem?” 

Islamia tries to follow the national 
curriculum, with mathematics and English 
each being taught for six hours a week. In 
addition there are about five hours of Arabic, 
Islamic studies and the Koran. The religious 
instruction is not fundamentalist. 

Faced with the double standards of the 
education department, Islamia is considering 
an appeal to the European Court of Human 
Rights. Yusuf Islam said: “This is the grossest 
of injustices. The government is supporting 
unsuccessful schools and denying support for 
successful ones like Islamia.” 


Racist tenants have been evicted from 
council properties in Leicester and 
Waltham forest. 

In Leicester a pensioner couple have been 
evicted from their council house after 
harassing neighbours. Mr and Mrs Wilks, 
aged 79 and 75, had subjected their 
neighbours on the Highfields estate to five 
years of abuse. The harassment included 
displaying racist posters in the windows, 
verbal abuse, continual playing of loud music 
and interfering with electric wiring. 

The couple lost an appeal against an 
eviction order granted in March and moved 
out just before the bailiffs arrived. They are 
now believed to be living in a hostel and are 
classed as intentionally homeless. 

Andy Bradford, a neighbour, said: “We first 
reported this five years ago and it is a shame it 
took so long.” A council spokesman said: 
“This should serve as a warning to others 
involved in such unacceptable activities.” 

In Waltham Forest, north London, Alan 
Russell was evicted at the start of August for 
racial harassment. The court heard of 19 
incidents, including violence and threats of 
violence against women and children. 

PARAH (Project Against Racial Attacks 
and Harassment), set up by the council two 
years ago, helped gather evidence for the case. 

Councillor Denise Liunberg, chair of the 
council’s housing committee, said: “The 
lesson for racists is clear. You have no place 
in Waltham Forest and we will use the full 
force of the law when it is necessary.”

Television weather forecasters on II] 
September reported that strong winds had 
passed through southern England. At least 
one windbag had done so: David Irving. 

Irving had booked the town hall in the quiet 
Sussex town of Horsham for the first of his 
‘meet the public” rallies in his “Campaign for 
real history world tour’. But the council 
authorities and the police decided that such 
an event could lead to a breach of public 
order. Who could blame them? The organis- 
ers of the rally included Tony Hancock, the 
notorious nazi publisher and fraudster, and 
Tony Haley, the far-right video film-maker 
and a man who cannot keep his hands to him- 
self — he attacked photographers at an Irving 
rally in London 18 months ago. So the meet- 
ing was banned. A dozen Anti-Nazi League 
members found Irving and two minders 
standing on the town hall steps, Irving with a 
placard round his neck announcing police 
censorship. 

To add insult to injury, the only media rep- 
resentative present, a local reporter, asked 
who David Irving was. The ANL supporters 
refused to be provoked by threats from the 
minders and Irving eventually slunk away up 
an alley in the drizzling rain. 

What will happen in London on 9 October, 
when Irving has promised the world a public 
rally in the centre of town, is anybody’s 
guess. His disparaging utterances about the 
British National Party have not won him any 
friends in that group and Combat 18 are a 
dangerous bunch to be seen around with these 
days. So it looks like no nazi bully boys, no 
rallies. 


Former NF financier dies 


The passing away of Charlie Parker, not the 
jazz musician but John Tyndall’s father-in- 
law and a one-time directorate member of the 
National Front, must have cast a huge shadow 
over the BNP fiihrer’s household. I remember 
how the NF allowed Parker into its top ranks 
because of his money, not his politics. Parker 
was a property developer and a freemason, an 
organisation that is taboo to all good nazis, 
but this was overlooked while the money 
flowed in. Never one to miss a financial leg- 
up, Tyndall was in like a rocket after Parker’s

daughter Valerie divorced her first husband. 

Some years later Valerie was more than 
forthcoming with her disgust at the man she 
had married. She told Searchlight that she had 
married him because she thought he was a 
good national socialist like herself. But he 
had proved to be weak and allowed himself to 
be influenced by dregs like Martin Webster, 
the former NF organiser, and Frangoise Dior. 
Dior, who was convicted of synagogue arson 
in the 1960s, is Tyndall’s old flame who later 
married and then divorced Colin Jordan, 
Britain’s nazi godfather. 

Tyndall’s mother-in-law was even more 
disgusted at the character who had wed her 
daughter and moved with her into a house 
owned by the Parkers next door to their own 
in Hove, Sussex. 

Parker, who owned property in Spain as 
well as in Britain, died in Spain. I heard that 
he had cut Valerie out of his will because of 
her lifestyle and illness and put his money in 
trust for John and Valerie’s daughter, Marina, 
for when she comes of age. She is now in her 
early teens. This could be the reason that 
Tyndall has taken to arriving at party func- 
tions with his daughter rather than his wife, 
who is almost always indisposed these days. 


Not making the grade 


Decent people sometimes despair at the deci- 
sion-makers in the television companies. 
They must live in very special ivory towers 
where art comes before common sense and 
decency. The decision by Channel 4 to screen 
the openly racist propaganda masterpiece 
Birth of a Nation was inexcusable. The film, 


made in the USA by the film genius D W 
Griffiths in 1915, was based on the book The 
Klansman, by the southern white racist Rev 
Thomas Dixon. The film led to race riots in 
the USA when it first appeared and is never 
shown there now. 

At a recent showing during a film season in 
Tyne and Wear, the cinema management 
allowed anti-fascists to address the audience 
and hand out a leaflet about the film and the 
Ku Klux Klan in Britain and America today, 
explaining that the KKK is still a murder 
machine. The leaflet and speeches were very 
well received. A programme about the work 
of Griffiths, shown five days before the film, 
made some criticism of the film, as did an 
introduction to the film itself, but those who 
praised the film for its technical brilliance 
must have known how powerful a propagan- 
da vehicle it is. 

Do the people at Channel 4 not realise that 
today’s nazis and the KKK thrive on showing 
racist rubbish and lies like this to their new 
young recruits? The Radio Times film review- 
er described the film as offensive to black 
people. So why show it? And by the way, it 
was Offensive to tens of thousands of white 
people too. The night before the film a 17- 
year-old Asian lad was left for dead in east 
London after being beaten by a racist gang. 
Why did Channel 4 not cancel or at least 
postpone the showing? The independent regu- 
latory body should take a hard look at 
Channel 4’s decision to go ahead. 

Before the film was first shown in the 
USA, the Klan had declined almost.to noth- 
ing. Afterwards the Klan sprang back into life 
and a huge wave of lynchings followed. 
Racists used the film for years to show black 
men as rapists of white women, fools and 
almost animal-like in their hatred or affec- 
tions. Woodrow Wilson, a southerner, viewed 
the film in the White House when he was 
president of the United States. In the early 
1920s tens of thousands of Klansmen and 
women paraded through the US capital. 

But it is not all in the past. In Florida, KKK 
members are being tried for a racial murder 
and in Wales British Klansmen face public 
order charges for a race riot in a former min- 
ing village after they burnt the effigy of a 
black man and attacked local people who 
protested. We know that those under attack 
from the Klan in Wales have protested to 
Channel 4; maybe readers might like to add 
their voices.

I see that the newspaper Red Action decided 
to have a go at Searchlight and me in its let- 
ters page last month.

One top Republican 
found his way into the nazi camp during the 
second world war and the Provis have 
received political support from most of the 
far-right groups in Europe in recent years. 
Bobby Sands is honoured and pro-Provisional 
IRA speeches are made at the annual nazi 
jamboree in Diksmuide in Belgium every 
year. Only the British nazi contingents there 
are out of step with the their European com- 
rades on this issue. 

German nazis have had connections with 
the Provis since the early seventies, so before 
you go attacking us, look to your own back 
yard. To me Loyalists and Provis who kill 
kids have exactly the same values as nazis. 


Diksmuide forsaken 


Strange tales are emerging from this year’s 
international nazi gathering in Diksmuide 
Belgium. 

Far fewer British nazis were present than 
for many years and according to Searchlight’s 
sources in the German nazi movement, there 
was real disappointment at the tiny C18 con- 
tingent, which failed to do much socialising 
and was involved in a vicious assault on 
Wallace Wear, a Tyne and Wear BNP senior 
citizen. 

You do not have to look far to understand 
why C18 kept such a low profile. Its hardline 
Loyalist paramilitary connections would 
hardly have gone down well at a gathering 
where most groups look upon Bobby Sands 
as a martyr and support the Provis’ terrorism 
to the hilt. Each year pressure grows for the 
British to toe the international line, but the 
British have so far been resolute in staying 
true to the murder squads of the Protestant 
UVE and UFF. 


Even the one British group that is out of 
step, the League of St George, with its long- 
standing pro-Republican position, has moved 
over to the Loyalist camp, as Searchlight 
reported earlier this year. 

Nobody is clear what political sin Wallace 
Wear has committed to cause Robert Jarvis to 
punch him to the ground. Jarvis, a truck driv- 
er and former BNP candidate from Loughton 
in Essex, has a record of violence including a 
conviction for a vicious assault on a police 
officer some years ago. A real hero is Mr 
Jarvis. Wear must be pushing 80 if he is a 
day. Dutch and German nazis were appalled 
at Jarvis’s treatment of the old man and at 
how he ran away in the company of the tiny 
C18 turnout after the attack. 

The question on everybody’s lips is what 
were Mark Cotterill, the former NF southwest 
organiser and now a member of Torbay 
Conservative association, and John Harrison, 
the TGWU steward from Fords at Dagenham, 
doing at Diksmuide. Rather odd company I 
think. Both men were identified from police 
surveillance photographs by Searchlight’s 
Belgian team covering the event. 

Clearly the C18 members are really embar- 
rassed by their own thuggery because in a 
hate postcard sent to Searchlight’s editor 
Gerry Gable they claimed that their victim 
was somebody other than Wear. Well, 
Charlie, this high profile for C18 will at least

Brum bums 


Searchlight’s early warning of the failing 
National Front’s annual general meeting in 
Birmingham last month resulted in a very 
good turnout to greet the NF at the 
Birmingham station redirection point. 

More than 200 anti-fascists from several 
groups across the region were present as the 
lacklustre Ian Anderson, boss of the NF, hid 
behind the police who were there in very 
large numbers. Fewer than 100 NF members 
were bussed to a hotel booked under a false 
name on the outskirts of the city.

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The New Reich, by Michael Schmidt, 
Hutchinson, £9.99. 

Two years after Michael Schmidt’s acclaimed 
film about Europe’s new nazis was first 
shown, his book on the subject has at last 
been published in English. 

Searchlight has the highest regard for 
Michael Schmidt, who worked closely with 
Graeme Atkinson, Searchlight's European 
editor, who wrote the film’s script. 

Risking life and limb Mr Schmidt spent 
two years living alongside some of the most 
senior nazis in Europe and meeting nazi top 
brass from the USA on their visits to Europe, 
as well as spending day after day with the 
very violent foot soldiers. 

The film, The Truth Makes You Free, won 
an international award in the USA and has 


been shown across Europe. It has won praise 
from many senior politicians who have rec- 
ommended it as essential viewing. 

Like the film, the book exposes the new 
nazis’ violent activities and agenda. But its 
most important aspect is to strip away the 
hypocritical fagade put up by Chancellor 
Kohl’s government to reveal links between 
the left-over dregs of Hitler’s failed empire 
and the new nazis which reach into the heart 
of the German government. 

The book has infuriated government minis- 
ters in Germany, as did the film, for showing 
what is really going on in Germany today. 
Recent attempts by other to emulate 
Schmidt’s very brave research pale into 
insignificance when compared with his work. 

Those who have popped into the nazi scene 
for a few weeks and out again, taking few 
risks, have not been able to follow the trail of 
links between the hierarchy of the new nazis 
and the Bonn administration. Such people are 
reluctant to offend the German government 
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and have kept their analysis politically safe, 
while Michael Schmidt has put the truth 
before personal safety and interest. 

The book contains a handy guide to the 
names of dozens of nazi groups in Germany 
today. It also includes revealing information 
on German academics who have increasingly 
become apologists for the Hitler years. 


Another Journey by Train, Channel 4 
television, 24 October 

Another treat in store for Searchlight readers 
is a television documentary Another Journey 
by Train, to be shown by Channel 4 on 
Sunday 24 October. 

This 52-minute film, made by two young 
film makers Mark Cousins and Mark Forest, 
takes four young nazis across Europe, stop- 
ping in Vienna, Berlin and Paris on their way 
to their final destination, the Auschwitz death 
camp. On the way they meet experts on the 
Hitler years as well as survivors of the camps. 

The film makers hoped that the nazis would 
see the error of their ways when confronted 
with the truth. Searchlight held out little hope 
of this and we were reluctant to become 
involved when the film makers approached us 
for help. We felt the idea had a built in danger 
in that their plan to expose the nazis could 
backfire if the nazis could lie well on screen. 

We were right in that the nazis clung to 
their views, but it was the disastrous way they 
did so that will confirm to viewers the intrin- 
sic evil of these people. 

The nazis must have realised their mistake 
in putting the integrity of their revisionist lies 
up to examination. Spearhead, the British 
National Party’s magazine, contained a huge 
attack on the film and its makers. 

One of the first creatures to appear on the 
screen was Steve Cartwright, the BNP’s 
Scotland organiser, a burly young thug cov- 
ered in badges of the BNP and CEDADE, the 
Spanish nazi group which he has visited. 

He met up with a French quasi-intellectual 
nazi, who defended the right to use violence 
in support of one’s political views by quoting 
Japanese fascists. In Vienna the film makers 
picked up a Kiissel clone — maybe the boys 
from Brazil had something — who waddled 
around attacking everything decent. 

Finally Ewald Althans came onto the scene 
in the back room of his Munich bookshop, 
apparently recovered from his outing as a gay 
by fellow party members some months ago. 

Without a doubt Althans was the best edu- 
cated and most vocal of the group and the one 
most likely to make viewers think that they 
might be misguided rather than evil. But once 
the four creeps got together they clearly 
encouraged each other and their behaviour 
went down hill the nearer they got to the 
scene of Nazi mass murder in Poland. 

Althans shook hands with a Jewish muse- 
um curator in Poland while Cartwright 
refused to do so, particularly when he saw the 
evidence of the concentration camp tattoo on 
the curator’s arm. The Austrian jerk just car- 
ried on waddling and muttering inane rub- 
bish, with the Frenchman keeping his trap 
shut but looking increasingly worried by the 
antics of the other three. 

At last they arrived at Auschwitz. This was 
not Althans’s first visit as he has taken vari- 
ous revisionists and nazis there in the past to 
look at their past handiwork. 


There they were faced with the indomitable 
Kitty Hart who had spent a long time in the 
camp and had been a successful witness in 
the German courts, helping to put away some 
of the monsters who ran the Auschwitz death 
factory. Althans certainly did not want to 
shake her hand. 

She tried to speak to the nazis in a reasoned 
way, explaining where she had been and what 
she had witnessed. This proved too much for 
the nazis and Althans stepped back, the 
Austrian waddled off, Cartwright looked like 
he would explode at the audacity of the 
Jewess to contradict their lies and the French 
nazi just stood aside. 

The final scene shows Althans marching 
off with the other three in tow, raging about 
Kitty Hart having helped put away a bunch of 
old nazi killers. 

Searchlight’s reviewer was left wondering 
about the level of hypocrisy in the BNP, 
which allowed Cartwright to go off with the 
now openly gay Althans, having at the start of 
the film gone out of his way to underline his 
heterosexuality. The BNP is the most homo- 
phobic of the far right groups and we wonder 
what the party’s officers made of that back in 
the Welling bunker. 

This film will allow the public to see for 
themselves the type of people David Irving 
recruits to peddle his lies and filth. We owe a 
debt of gratitude to the two Marks and wish 
them well for the future. 

The film’s research consultant was David 
Herman, a member of the management com- 
mittee of the Searchlight Educational Trust. 
David is currently making a film on the Biel- 
sky Brigade, a wartime Jewish partisan unit. 
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A new wave of hoax bomb warnings 
is being targeted at anti-racists. This 
one, sent to the Joint Council for the

The German federal government has 
signalled a new tough stance in recent 
weeks towards the escalating violence 
by neo-nazi groups. 


A statement by Chancellor Helmut Kohl on 
2 September recognised the danger of the 
extreme right. Announcing his intention to 
ban the violent nazi Freiheitliche Deutsche 
Arbeiterpartei, Kohl said: “This extremist- 
motivated violence is just as much a deliber- 
ate attack on our free democratic constitution- 
al order as extremist terror from the left.” 

Kohl’s declarations, admitting what he has 
steadfastly denied for over two years, have 
been broadcast around the world. They have 
been welcomed and accepted as an assurance 
that the German government will now act at 
federal level to stamp out the nazi menace. 

The new attitude appears on the surface to 
have shored up Kohl’s increasingly shaky 
position in domestic German politics, where 
the government’s “do nothing” stance has 
attracted opprobrium from its own supporters. 
As a_ result, Kohl emerged apparently 
strengthened from the Christian Democratic 
Union (CDU) congress in Berlin in mid- 
September. In fact Kohl now faces the threat 
of a coup d’état from the even more hardline 
nationalists who now surround him. 

The decisions of the congress marked a fur- 
ther dramatic lurch to the right to accommo- 
date the nationalist sentiments both of his 
opponents and of a large section of the CDU’s 
own electorate. It is this factor that has guided 
the recent changes more than anything else. 
Kohl’s “new speak” emphasises order above 
all and says virtually nothing about combat- 
ing racism, xenophobia and antisemitism. 

Next year there will be 18 elections in 
Germany, culminating in a general election. 
Opinion polls indicate that the CDU will get 
only about 35 per cent of the vote, compared 
with 44 per cent at the 1990 general election. 

Under pressure from the possibility that 
hundreds of thousands and possibly millions 
of right-wing CDU voters might desert to the 
nazi Republicans, and confronted with crises 
of unemployment, public debt, recession and 
uncontrollable fascist terror, sections of the 
CDU leadership are pondering Kohl’s future. 

Heading the list of those gunning for him 
are the parliamentary CDU leader, Wolfgang 
Schauble, defence minister Volker Riihe and 
federal interior minister Manfred Kanther. All 
of them represent the nationalist right of the 
CDU/CSU coalition and would be frontline 
candidates to replace Kohl in the event that 
the coalition finally decides to dump him. 

Kurt Biedenkopf, a less right-wing CDU 
politician, has hinted that Kohl will not 
remain chancellor if a coalition has to be 
formed between the CDU/CSU and the oppo- 
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sition Social Democrats after the 1994 ballot. 
Johannes Gerster, the deputy leader, told the 
press at the end of August: “There are signs 
that a situation is developing in Germany like 
that in the last days of the Weimar Republic.” 

In response to what they term “a grave cri- 
sis’, the CDU/CSU right-wingers are push- 
ing for much tougher law and order measures, 
a strengthening of the police, massive cuts in 
public spending and unlimited power for the 
state to spy upon its citizens. As The 
European commented in its 9-12 September 
issue: “the Kohl government faces an uphill 
battle in its efforts to force through the wide- 
ranging cuts in social spending aimed to off- 
set the costs of unification.” 

The costs of reunification are indeed enor- 
mous. Germany’s public debt stands at £1.6 
trillion, its deficit is approaching £40 billion 
and unemployment stands at a postwar record 
high of 3.5 million. Economic scientists fore- 
cast 6 million unemployed by the year 2000. 

To draw the teeth of his opponents and 
make people pay for reunification, Kohl is 
adopting an aggressively nationalist foreign 
policy, presenting himself as a tough law and 
order chancellor and launching a full-scale 
assault on welfare benefits. Hence the decla- 
rations that the CDU would strengthen inter- 
nal security and the recent announcement of a 
£31 billion package of social welfare cuts. 

For postwar Germany, built on partnership 
between employers and workers, the latter 
measure is a dramatic development. The trade 
unions — which are still strong — have warned 
of widespread strikes if plans to cut sick leave 
benefits for workers go ahead. 

As a result of his difficulties, Kohl lunged 
further to the right at the Berlin congress. In a 
bid to outflank his would-be successors, he 
nominated Steffen Heitmann, justice minister 
in the state of Sachsen, to succeed Richard 
von Weizsicker as federal president. 

Heitmann, 49, is a lawyer and theologian 
with racist, misogynist and hardline views on 
law and order that put him on the extreme 
right of conservatism. 

In a speech on 17 September, Heitmann 
said there was “too much foreign influence in 
Germany” and that too much had been made 
of what he termed “the nazi episode. The 
organised death of millions of Jews in gas 
chambers was just a one-off incident ... very 
similar to other singular incidents throughout 
history. There is no reason why Germany 
should worry about it until the end of time.” 

Earlier in September, he sounded off on 
television with warnings that Germany was 
becoming swamped by foreigners, telling an 
interviewer: “The people calling for brotherly 
love ... are not the ones whose washing is 
stolen every day.” 

The kind of politics that Kohl and his nom- 
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his position 


inee will have to embrace was epitomised at 
the Berlin congress by Wolfgang Schauble, 
who called for more “law and order”, 
“authority”, “patriotism”, “leadership” and a 
fight against “extremism”. 

Winning by far the biggest applause of the 
whole congress, Schéuble bandied about the 
term “extremist” liberally — never actually 
referring to the right — in a speech designed as 
a rallying cry, in the language of the strong 
state, to the most reactionary and nationalist 
elements in the CDU. He even described the 
possibility of worldwide participation in mili- 
tary action by the German armed forces as 
“the question of destiny for our country”. 

The underlying message to Kohl was clear: 
dance to the same tune or face the axe. Kohl 
will dance willingly but his enthusiasm may 
well not save him, because his only serious 
political opponents now stand to his right and 
their ascendancy spells doom for postwar 
democracy in Germany. 

Scared of the fascists and frantically trying 
to neutralise them, the CDU is adopting their 
rhetoric. It may well discover that a large seg- 
ment of the electorate, craving for “order” 
and “a clean Germany’, will opt once more 
for the real thing. Comparisons with Weimar, 
if for the moment exaggerated, are not entire- 
ly misplaced. 


Taken for a ride 


The car manufacturing giant Mercedes-Benz, 
which made Hitler’s favourite car, has acted 
to stem international criticism of Germany. 

A letter sent to 30 US publications tells 
them not to run any advertisements for its 
cars in issues containing articles that reflect 
poorly on Germany or on the company. 

Mercedes-Benz says most of the magazines 
have agreed to comply but some media com- 
mentators and executives have described the 
move as “chilling” and an attempt to gag crit- 
icism of what is happening in Germany. 

Albert Weiss, general manager of 
Mercedes-Benz marketing services, has 
denied this is the company’s intention, but its 
letter to media outlets carried a clear threat: 
“Any issue containing editorial denigrating to 
Mercedes-Benz ... or material that may lead 
to a negative bias toward German products 
should not carry a Mercedes-Benz advertise- 
ment.” 

This concern about image is ironic consid- 
ering that Steven Brady, the former vice chair 
of the National Front and now a key member 
of the Revolutionary Conservative Caucus, 
has been employed at Mercedes Benz’s 
Milton Keynes computer centre for several 
years, despite his conviction for violence for 
which he served a term of imprisonment and 
his close links with Loyalist terrorists. 
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iolence by neo-nazis increased 

by 74% last year, the annual 
report of Germany’s internal secret 
service (BVS) has confirmed. 

Figures so far available this year 
indicate that this level of nazi may- 
hem has already been surpassed. 

Assessing the current strength of 
the extreme right, the BVS put its 
numbers at 42,700 activists in 82 dif- 
ferent groups and organisations, an 
increase of more almost 2,000 over 
the comparative figure for 1991. 

The nazi scene, the report disclos- 
es, has a prolific publishing output: 
54 publications with an estimated cir- 
culation of 8 million. 

The fascist membership figure 
excludes the 23,000 members of the 
Republikaner Partei, led by former 
Waffen SS man Franz Schénhuber. 
Their inclusion would bring the total 
to 65,700. 

The avalanche of violence has 
brought German society to its knees 
to the extent that one of the key 
issues now facing the government is 
the preservation law and order. 

On 14 September, Ignatz Bubis, 
Germany’s Jewish community leader, 
gave an insight into the extent of 
antisemitic outrages in Germany 
when he disclosed that in the first six 
months of 1993 there had been 372 
anti-Jewish outrages. “This is as 
many as during the period 1926 to 
1931 when the nazis were already on 
their way to power,” said Bubis. 

Bubis went on to say that the 
reduction in the numbers of asylum- 
seekers had seemed “to confirm the 
perpetrators in their violence”. He 
estimated as many as 30% of 
Germans to be antisemitic, “causing 
widespread fear amongst Jews in 
Germany”. 

Commenting on the BVS report, 
the new interior minister Manfred 
Kanther — who is on record as saying 
that the CDU “must have policies 
that Republikaner voters can agree 
with” — conceded that the main 
motive for the rightist violence was 
xenophobia. 

There are other motives too. The 
report cites an attack by a 20-strong 
nazi stormtroop on a home for handi- 
capped people in Leipzig. Nazis 
arrested later said that even if they 
themselves had handicapped brothers 
and sisters they would murder them. 

The perpetrators of this violent 
criminality do not generally fit the 
image held of nazis outside Germany, 
namely, that the violence is perpetrat- 
ed mainly in former East Germany 
by skinheads who are unemployed. 

On the contrary: the report states 
that more than 80% of all violent 
incidents take place in the former 
West Germany and fewer than 9% of 
the perpetrators are skinheads or 
unemployed. 

The report points out that 14% of 
all racist attackers have a definite 
extreme right-wing background. This 
does not mean the rest of the inci- 
dents are spontaneous because, in 
most cases, police raids on the homes 
of suspected attackers and killers 
reveal racist and nazi literature and 
symbols or that the suspects hold 
views sympathetic to neo-nazism or 
extremist nationalism. 

The BVS persists in denying that 
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the attacks are centrally coordinated 
but does accept evidence that they 
are “planned beforehand”. 

The BVS’s estimate of the num- 
bers killed by nazis is put at 17. This 
is a definite underestimate (see 
Searchlight, September 1993) and in 
any case has been massively overtak- 
en in 1993, according to figures pub- 
lished by Germany’s federal police 
agency, the (BKA), in mid-August. 

In its assessment of fascist vio- 
lence and criminality in the first three 
months of 1993, the BKA confirmed 
a death toll of no fewer than 40. 
Replying to a parliamentary question 
by Ulla Jelpke, MP, the BKA said 
that the number right-wing crimes 
investigated in the first quarter of the 
year had leapt to 6,719, including 
2.419 racist offences. Only 390 had 
resulted in convictions. 

The BKA’s figure for recorded 
racist crimes in July showed a big 
drop over the figure for June. The 
number of offences registered by the 
BKA in July stood at 495, including 
30 arson attacks and 45 attacks on 
people. 

The drop is purely seasonal. Every 
indication is that the level of violence 
will rise again with the onset of 
autumn, traditionally the busiest time 
of the year for the nazi terror gangs. 

Meanwhile, with the kind assis- 
tance of our friends at the office of 
Ulla Jelpke, Searchlight monitored 
the following incidents between 9 
August and | September: 

9 August, Munich. A 43-year-old 
vagrant woman set ablaze by fascists. 
Ickenhausen. Wehrmacht veterans 
protest at inclusion of names of 
women and Jews on war memorial. 

10 August, Munich. Fascists burn 
out two buses from Croatia. Berlin- 
Weissensee. A nazi skinhead gang 
hospitalises a Turkish man by beating 
him with fence laths. 

11 August, Hoyerswerda. A brutal 
nazi gang attack on Greek workmen 
results in three workmen badly 
injured with concussion and facial 
injuries. Heavy weapons were used 
in the assault. Plettenburg. A 
Turkish family’s house is gutted in a 
suspected racist attack. 

12 August, Waren. A summer 
camp organised by the German arm 
of Youth against Racism in Europe is 
invaded by nazis firing flare rockets, 
hosptitalising a young woman anti- 
racist. Rostock. Naval spokesmen 
defend the raising of the Reichs- 
kriegsflagge during the opening of a 
harbour festival with the statement 
that the hoisting of the flag — now 
banned in several German states — is 
“purely historical” and has “no con- 
nection with the extreme-right 
scene.” Gera. Nazi boneheads attack 
and severely injure 14-year-old Swiss 
school student, breaking his nose and 
a finger and causing him eye injuries. 
Magdeburg. A street clash between 
20 punks and the same number of 
nazis leaves two people wounded. 

14 August, G6éttingen. Nazis spray 
numerous city centre locations with 
slogans. Rennerthausen. Members 
of the fascist Sauerland Action Front

attack anti-fascists, who defend 
themselves, hospitalising Thomas 
Kubiak, a leading SAF thug. Police 
later arrest 10 anti-fascists. 

15 August, Brieslang. Four fascist 
skinheads attack and savagely beat a 
man they suspect to be homosexual. 

16 August, Frankfurt an der 
Oder. A 39-year-old refugee from 
Romania robbed at pistol point by a 
fascist pretending to be a policeman. 

17 August, Uelzen. It is disclosed 
that on 22 July a 17-year-old nazi 
skinhead murdered a _ 16-year-old 
school student by beating him sense- 
less and setting him on fire. The boy 
was described as a living torch by 
witnesses who found him. He died 
after 10 days in hospital. The nazi 
has also been charged with an earlier 
firebomb attack. Cottbus. An 
attempt by the nazi FAP to defy a ban 
on a meeting is broken up by police. 

18 August, Baruth. Police confis- 
cate two big banners hung by nazis at 
a Soviet memorial and a motorway 
bridge. The banners bear the slogans 
“Revenge for Rudolf Hess” and 
“Rudolf Hess lives”. Metzingen. A 
33-year-old woman arrested after an 
arson attack on a refugee hostel. 
Berlin-Weissensee. Adass Yisroel 
Jewish cemetery desecrated. 

19 August, Hamburg. Director of 
the Hamburg Historical Museum 
threatened by nazis because of an 
exhibition depicting Allied bombing 
of the city during the second world 
war. The threats, made by in the 
name of the “Julius Streicher Power 
Group”, came after fascists had van- 
dalised the exhibition. Ravensbriick. 
Four nazi boneheads assault and very 
severely injure Russian army colonel. 

20 August, Solingen. Arson 
attempt on a Turkish family’s house. 
Police treat the case as attempted 
murder. The Hague. Noel van 
Domseler, deputy chairperson of the 
German Club, forced to resign after 
stating publicly that “the Jews are 
responsible for anti-German. senti- 
ment in the Netherlands.” Potsdam. 
One of the accused in the Sachsen- 
hausen nazi arson attack trial tells the 
court: “asylum-seekers must be 
hanged, shot and gassed”. Passau. 
Reinhard Rade, a notorious fascist 
and local councillor, gets back more 
than 1,900 stickers with swastikas 
and other nazi symbols confiscated 
by customs officers in January. 

21 August, Berlin-Marzahn. 
Demonstration by 1,500 anti-fascists 
against nazi activists in the district. 
The march is attacked by nazis hurl- 
ing bottles and firing rocket flares 
into their ranks. Other incidents in 
Pritzerbe, Halbe and Worms. 

22 August, Eisenach. Nazis attack 
circus people, wounding three. Police 
raid nazi homes and find weapons, 
firebombs and nazi symbols. 

23 August, Hardegsen. Fascists 
try to set ablaze the home of Heidi 
Lippman-Kasten, a local Green party 
anti-racist activist, after sending her 
letters telling her she will be smoked 
out. Berlin-Marzahn. Fascists daub 
nazi symbols at local council offices. 

25 August, Gransee. Nazis wreck 


direction signs to the Ravensbriick 
memorial. Neuruppin. Mass distri- 
bution of nazi leaflets in two schools. 
Niederlehme, Neue Miihle, Zers- 
dorf and Dannenreich. Walls, dis- 
play boards and bus shelters plastered 
with posters of a group linked to the 
banned  Nationalistische Front. 
Berlin. Nazi boneheads hospitalise a 
Turkish man. 

27 August, Schwerin. Visiting 
Turkish pupils threatened and abused 
by fascist youths. Rostock-Gross 
Klein. Nazis invade anti-fascists’ flat 
and attack the occupants. 

28 August, Sachsenhausen. Two 
young nazis vandalise a concentra- 
tion camp memorial by carving 
swastikas into it. Suh]. Four nazis 
arrested as a result of what police 
called “an antisemitic and neo-fascist 
riot”. Berlin-Henningsdorf. Police 
raid breaks up big bonehead gather- 
ing where nazi slogans were shouted 
and nazi songs sung. Karlsruhe and 
Béblingen. Sixty-one nazis arrested 
on their way to an illegal forest 
camp. Police seize weapons and 
swastika flags. Rostock. Nazis stone 
the reception area of the Max- 
Samuel-Haus, a centre for Jewish 
culture and history. Police arrive 45 
minutes after being called and one 
officer attributes the attack to the 
“non-European appearance” of the 
centre’s guests. Berlin-Charlotten- 
burg. An 18-year-old Yugoslav girl 
is stabbed in a racist attack. 

29 August, Munich. Turkish- 
owned pub set ablaze in suspected 
racist arson attack. Worms. Jewish 
cemetery desecrated. More than 100 
gravestones are daubed with SS runes 
and swastikas. Frankfurt an der 
Oder. Nazis poster schools with slo- 
gans “Germany for the Germans” and 
“Stop the invasion of foreigners and 
asylum-seekers”’. 

30 August, Bétzow. Twenty nazi 
youths cause riot at a local fair, 
attacking stall holders and_ police 
with bottles and rocks. Diisseldorf. 
Dr Willibald Strunz, an expect on 
disabled people, reports that “there 
have been at least 50 serious attacks 
on handicapped people in the past 
year by young people who come 
from the same circles as those who 
attack foreigners.” Weisenburg- 
Gunzenhausen. Marek von Motz is 
deported because his father refuses to 
be listed as a German in Poland dur- 
ing the war, out of opposition to the 
Nazis. 

31 August, Berlin. General 
Burlakow, commander of the Russian 
Army West Group, reports growing 
violence against army personnel and 
property: 277 attacks in 1991, over 
1,000 in 1992 and 919 so far this 
year. He put more than a third down 
to neo-nazis. Detmold. Arson attack 
on hostel for refugees and the home- 
less; four people to be rushed to hos- 
pital with smoke poisoning. Dresden. 
Hermann Lutz, the police trade union 
chief, accuses asylum-seekers of 
responsibility for 10% of all crime in 
Germany and 33% of all crime by 
foreigners. : 

1 September, Berlin. It is officially 
reported that 781 racist criminal 
offences had been registered up to the 
end of June, of which 40% had been 
cleared up by police investigation. 


Minister sacked over 
Hess rally 


The interior minister of Hessen has been 
sacked for his failure to prevent the nazi 
Rudolf Hess commemoration rally in Fulda 
on 14 August. 

It has now emerged that three days before 
the demonstration the neo-nazi Freiheitliche 
Deutsche Arbeiterpartei (FAP) applied for 
permission to stage a march. 

The written application, signed by Thorsten 
Heise, a convicted FAP thug, designated the 
demonstration as “an opening of the 
European election campaign”. The applica- 
tion was addressed to Kulenkampff but was 
“set aside” because it lacked details about a 
date or proposed march route. 

On the day of the march the nazis, led by 
the FAP leader Friedhelm Busse and 
Christian Worch, boss of the 
Gesinnungsgemeinschaft der Neue Front 
(GdNF), used portable radio telephones, 
code-words and two national Info-telephones 
to distribute orders and coordinate their 
action. Their presence in Fulda was moni- 
tored by fewer than 60 police, who dealt with 
them on very cordial terms. 

While bemoaning their inability to inter- 
vene to prevent the assembled hordes, includ- 
ing fascists from Britain, France, Austria, 
Denmark, Sweden and Hungary, from listen- 
ing to law-breaking speeches by Busse, 
Worch, John Peacock of the British National 
Party and Claude Cornilleau, leader of the 
French PNFE, they were able to deploy 150 
officers to attack anti-nazis at a nearby motor- 
way services area. No action was taken when 
the nazis indulged in a bout of Hitler-saluting 
and racist and antisemitic slogan shouting. 

It has also emerged that the police refused 
offers of reinforcements and a police video 
team from the neighbouring state of Thiiring- 
en, where the nazis had been put to flight. 

Despite these facts, the Hessen authorities 
persist in claiming that they “did not have 
time to stop the fascists from demonstrating” 
although, even according to their own records 
of the day’s events, the nazis arrived in the 
city at 15.45 but only began their march near- 
ly two hours later at 17.40. 

The repercussions are continuing. The 
police officers responsible and the mayor of

FAP faces ban 


The Federal German government has indicat- 
ed that it will apply to the Federal 
Constitutional Court for a ban on the violent 
400-strong neo-nazi Freiheitliche Deutsche 
Arbeiterpartei (FAP). 

Unlike other nazi groups that have been 
banned by government order, the FAP is a 
registered political party and can only be 
banned by the Constitutional Court. 

The call for a ban has been endorsed by the 
Greens, by the interior minister of Nordrhein- 
Westfalen Herbert Schnoor and by his coun- 
terparts in Bavaria, Brandenburg, Niede- 
rsachsen, Hessen and Schleswig-Holstein. 

Since the Fulda rally, the FAP has been the 
object of increasing attention by the law 
enforcement agencies. On 17 August, FAP 
members, bolstered by their success in Fulda, 
tried to hold yet another illegal rally in com- 
memoration of Rudolf Hess, this time in the 
east German town of Cottbus. 

The attempt failed. The rally was banned 
and a huge force of police was mobilised to 
enforce the prohibition. Most of the nazis 
never even reached their planned destination 
because they were unable to pass through 
police motorway checkpoints. Four nazis may 
now face charges for possession of weapons 
and display of illegal symbols. 

Members of the FAP, which was founded in 
1978, have been at the forefront of violent 
activity in Germany. Indeed, violence and 
murder are its programme. 

Its leader Friedhelm Busse has been con- 
victed for possession of weapons and explo- 
sives. The FAP’s boss in Niedersachsen, 
Thorsten Heise, has several convictions for 
assault. His predecessor, Karl Polacek, was 
booted out of Germany for an axe attack on a 
woman anti-fascist. Oliver Simon, an activist 
in Niedersachsen, is in jail for the murder of a 
Bundeswehr soldier. 

Christian Malcoci, another FAP leader, was 
on the ground in Rostock during last year’s 
pogrom and Norbert Weidner from Bonn is 
the German contact of Combat 18. 

The FAP is not alone in facing illegality. 
Calls have also been been made by the 
Hamburg city senate for Christian Worch’s 
Nationale Liste to be outlawed and a 
Rheinland-Pfalz state prosecutor’s investiga- 
tion has begun into the so-called National 
Info-Telephone, operated by banned Deutsche 
Alternative nazis in Mainz. 

A ban on the FAP is long overdue but when 


it comes it will have minimal effect. The gov- 
ernment gave a six-week warning of the 
intended ban: long enough for the party to 
hide vital material. The same will happen 
with the Nationale Liste and the National 
Info-Telephone. 


Rally prompts more 
violence 


The scandalous nazi performance in Fulda in 
August contributed to a major escalation of 
public nazi activity in the days that followed. 

The worst incident was on 21 August in 
Berlin’s nazi-infested Marzahn district, where 
more than 1,500 young anti-fascist marchers 
came under attack from nazi boneheads 
lodged on the upper floor of an apartment 
block on the demonstration route. 

The marchers, demonstrating in commemo- 
ration of the Rostock pogrom, at first ignored 
the boneheads, who were giving Hitler salutes 
and bawling nazi slogans from a balcony. But 
when the nazis started throwing bottles, 
stones and flares, wounding several people, 
the mood turned angry and the demonstrators 
tried to storm the apartment block. 

Calm was restored when the police them- 
selves burst into the building, to applause 
from the anti-fascists, and used tear-gas to 
clear out the nazis, arresting several of them. 

Attempts to hold nazi bonehead rallies 
were thwarted by police in several locations 
on the same weekend. More than 200 nazi 
skins were detained in eastern Germany after 
being intercepted on their way to concerts in 
Brandenburg and Sachsen-Anhalt. Police 
searches and random road checks led to the 
seizure of numerous weapons, including 
knives, baseball bats and distress flare pistols. 
Police from Brandenburg were involved in 
the operation, as well as reinforcements from 
Bavaria and Nordrhein-Westfalen. 

The main assembly point for the planned 
concert, which was banned, was Pritzerbe in 
Brandenburg. More than 1,000 shaven-head- 
ed louts had been expected to gather there 
before going on to another destination near 
Stassfurt, where they were to listen to a line- 
up of bands that included two British nazi 
bonehead groups, Squadron and English 
Rose. Four members of these bands, who 
admitted they were on their way to “a con- 
spiratorially planned concert” were detained. 

Police rounded up 150 nazis who had met 
to await the start of the concert in Stassfurt in 
Sachsen-Anhalt and broke up an attempt to 
hold a nazi ceremony at the military cemetery 
in Halbe, where many SS men are buried. 
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Boneheads in western Germany also found 
themselves in police hands after trying to 
hold a meeting in Worms and a concert in 
Jiilich on 20 August. Police in Jiilich inter- 
cepted suspicious vehicles, detaining passen- 
gers and confiscating baseball bats, clubs, 
knives and gas canisters. 

The main attraction at the concert, organ- 
ised by the nazi Junge Nationaldemokraten, 
was the notorious fascist band Noie Werte. 
Anti-fascists had mobilised 500-strong to stop 
the gig and the nazis’ booking of a barbecue 
site was cancelled when the owners became 
aware of the true nature of the concert. 

At the Worms event, a planned “national 
barbecue”, 31 nazis were pursued by police 
before being, surrounded, caught and dis- 
persed in a forest. Two of the nazis were 
arrested for possession of illegal leaflets and 
wearing banned nazi symbols. 


Arsonists paid 


A nazi firebomb blitz which gutted a pro- 
posed refugee centre near Berlin last year was 
paid for by local residents. 

The attack, in the village of Dolgenbrodt, 
was the result of a contract made between vil- 
lagers and members of the now banned 
Nationalistische Front (NF). The plot fol- 
lowed a Brandenburg government announce- 
ment that a vacant building in the village 
would be renovated to house 86 refugees. 

The villagers responded almost immediate- 
ly by forming the Citizens’ Initiative against 
Asylum aimed at preventing the arrival of the 
refugees. 

They collected more than 2,000 DM (£815) 
which was paid to NF members based in the 
nearby NF _ stronghold of K6nigs 
Wusterhausen, in a contract hiring them to 
burn down the proposed hostel. 

On 31 October last year, the night before 
the scheduled arrival of 44 of the refugees an 
NF firebomb squad duly set fire to the build- 
ing and left it a heap of smouldering ruins. 

According to a statement by a member of 
the NF terror squad who was arrested in May 
after boasting to nazi boneheads about the 
raid, the villagers celebrated their “success” 
with a big party in a nearby pub. 

Any media expectations of remorse by the 
villagers were soon shattered. At first the 
press was met with a wall of silence but later 
villagers spoke with pride at the destruction 
of the hostel, though they refused to be identi- 
fied and denied taking part in the collection. 

One said: “At last, something was done to 
keep out the dirty foreigners,” while another 
commented: “It’s a disgrace that Germans 
have to set fire to their buildings to draw 
attention to an emergency.” 

The worst comment came from the mayor 
of Dolgenbrodt, Ute Preissler, who said 
“nobody was sad that the problem was solved 
that way”, a statement in which, declared 
Ignatz Bubis, leader of Germany’s Jewish 
community, “she clearly identified herself 
with the arsonists.” 

Since the exposure of the Dolgenbrodt 
affair it has become known that it was not an 
isolated occurrence. On 28 August, according 
to the information bulletin Germany Alert, 
prosecutors in Nordrhein-Westfalen and 
Brandenburg conceded that there were other 
cases of officially financed nazi attacks. 
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However, according to one arson investiga- 
tor in the Cologne-Diisseldorf area, where as 
many as seven firebombings are suspected of 
being set up by local governments, the 
German government's interior ministry had 
blocked the inquiriest. 


Exiles get money 


Extreme right-wing German exiles organisa- 
tions have received a financial windfall of 
more than £83 million from the government 
of Chancellor Helmut Kohl. 

The money has been allotted in the govern- 
ment’s 1994 budget proposals to groups, soci- 
eties and “cultural organisations” pledged to 
regain Germany’s so-called “lost territories” 
in Poland, the Czech Republic and Russia. 

According to the detailed documents put 
before German MPs at the beginning of 
September, the Bund der Vertriebene (BdV) 
will get more than £11 million. The BdV is an 
umbrella organisation claiming to represent 
Germans expelled from East Prussia, the 
Sudetenland, Silesia, Pomerania and other 
areas after the defeat of the Nazis in 1945. 

According to the official documents, more 
than £38 million has been allocated to the 
establishment of a republic for Germans on 
the Volga in Russia. Last year the German 
interior ministry demanded that the Yeltsin 
regime in Russia establish such a republic and 
negotiations on its exact shape are continuing. 

Other handouts include £14.6 million for 
preservation of German cultural objects in 
historic areas of settlement in east-central, 
east and southeast Europe and £3 million to 
“the great German cultural regions of East 
Prussia, Pomerania and Silesia”. The wording 
is more important than the money: the three 
regions are actually part of Poland. 

It is noteworthy that, at a time when social 
welfare provisions and unemployment and 
sick benefits are being cut, the government 
has increased its spending on organised 
revanchism by more than 11% compared to 
last year with a further £21.75 earmarked. 

The revanchist activists, however, are not 
always grateful, as was highlighted during a 
BdV “Day of the Homeland” gathering in 
Berlin at the beginning of September. attend- 
ed by more than 4,000 people, including 
Helmut Kohl. several government ministers 
and a horde of visibly neo-nazi youths sport- 
ing badges saying: “We want the Reich”. 

Also present in force were members of the 
nazi Republikaner Partei (REP) who dis- 
tributed leaflets calling for the annexation of 
Silesia and demanding the end of the Oder- 
Neisse line frontier with Poland. 

Helmut Kohl was heard in polite silence, 
but when interior minister Manfred Kanther 
got up to speak, he was greeted with a storm 
of heckling and jeering. 

Though Kanther is on the far right of 
German conservatism, for the mob in the 
meeting he is the embodiment of Germany's 
official recognition of existing frontiers with 
Poland, the Czech Republic and Russia. 

He is therefore hated and was welcomed 
with a fury that rapidly turned into violence. 
His speech was drowned out, Federal 
Republic flags were ripped down and missiles 
were hurled at the platform. At least one per- 
son was left bleeding after trying to calm the 
situation. 


AUSTRALIA 


Synagogue attackers 
have UK links 


An Australian nazi group responsible for an 
attack on the historic Brisbane synagogue in 
May this year has links with the British 
National Party and Blood and Honour, 
Searchlight has discovered. 

Brennan Smith, a member of the minuscule 
Australian National Socialist Movement, was 
convicted in August after plastering the syna- 
gogue with US nazi stickers and daubing the 
words “6 million lies”, “Jew scum”, “Dumb 
goyim waking up!” and “Holohoax”. 

An information package sent out by the 
ANSM before the synagogue attack included 
a copy of Blood and Honour’s magazine, a 
selection of BNP stickers and a BNP poster 
on South Africa. An accompanying letter rec- 
ommended a number of nazi groups, includ- 
ing Blood and Honour. 

Another member of the Queensland-based 
ANSM, according to the police, is Gary 
Robson, who appeared in Searchlight’s recent 
exposé of the BNP’s inner workings, At War 
With Society. Robson, a chef from Wembley. 
London, is seen as an important figure among 
violent nazi skinheads. 

In a bizarre, yet predicable, twist the neo- 
fascist followers of Lyndon LaRouche did 
their bit to offer aid and comfort to the nazi 
vandals, suggesting that the synagogue was 
daubed at the behest of Jewish community 
leaders in order to whip up support for racial 
vilification legislation.

SS Galicia division 
holds reunion 


Veterans of Hitler’s murderous SS Galicia 
Division held two public reunions in the 
Ukraine in August to celebrate the 50th 
anniversary of the division’s foundation. 

The first gathering was on 14-15 August in 
Lvov in the western Ukraine and was attend- 
ed by more than 500 former SS men. The sec- 
ond followed a week later in Kiev. 
Participants there included former SS men 
from the USA, Canada, Australia and Britain. 

The Kiev event. said a release from the 
independent news agency J/nterfax, “took 
place with great pomp” and was attended by 
officials from the Ukrainian defence ministry, 
despite fierce protests from Red Army veter- 
ans’ organisations. 

The Galicia Division of the Waffen-SS was 
formed from the ranks of Ukrainian collabo- 
rators after the capitulation of the Nazi armies 
at Stalingrad and was later active in carrying 
out atrocities in Yugoslavia. 

Only days before the two gatherings, the 
formation was announced in Kiev of a neo- 
nazi youth organisation called the Society of 
Friends of Ernst R6hm. Rohm, the leader of 
Hitler’s brown-shirted SA stormtroopers, was 
killed when the Nazis settled internal scores 
during the infamous “Night of the Long 
Knives”. 


DENMARK 


British nazi printer’s 
Euro-links exposed 


Denmark’s nazi scene, already battered by the 
scandals surrounding its former leader Poul 
Riis-Knudsen, took another pounding in 
September when Frede Farmand Rasmussen 
went on television to expose some of the 
movement’s innermost secrets. 

Rasmussen, a member of various nazi and 
racist outfits for over 20 years, handed over 
video and audio tapes of meetings and con- 
versations with some of the country’s most 
prominent Hitler fans, including  Riis- 
Knudsen and Thies Christophersen, a former 
SS man who is wanted in Germany. 

Among the most compromising material 
was documentation connected with the 
British nazi publisher Anthony Hancock. 
Rasmussen says that after Riis-Knudsen was 
booted out of the Danish National Socialist 
League (DNSB) in 1991 he was forced to rely 
on friends abroad for help in continuing his 
Norland publishing house. 

Top of the list of friends was Hancock, who 
seemed quite willing to maintain an under- 
the-counter relationship with Riis-Knudsen, 
who is an outcast in many nazi circles, not 
least amongst the VAM terrorists in Sweden. 

The link with Hancock was through a com- 
pany called Step Trading Ltd, whose regis- 
tered office is 204 Church Road, Hove, East 
Sussex. Riis-Knudsen bought the company in 
December 1992 in order to circumvent his 
ostracism by his fellow nazis after he was 
accused of race mixing. The accusation arose 
because of his 23-year-old Palestinian girl- 
friend Nidal Khazouh. Step Trading has links 
with Hancock’s Wilson Press in Uckfield and 
the Historical Review Press in Brighton. 

This shows the double standards of 
Hancock, a convicted fraudster. While work- 
ing with Scandinavian nazis who have con- 
demned Knudsen’s race-mixing and desertion 
of his Aryan wife, he is always prepared to do 
deals that will help him financially. One of 
his first publishing projects with Knudsen 
appears to be a collection of articles by the 
British nazi godfather Colin Jordan, who is 
likewise lacking in racial integrity. 

Khazouh was the company’s sales repre- 
sentative and a director. Interviewed on tele- 
vision, Khazouh admitted that she had made 
numerous visits to Germany to mail illegal 
nazi propaganda to customers without arous- 
ing the attention of the German authorities or 
of Riis-Knudsen’s former comrades. 

Gunnar-Vilhelm Gram, DNSB_ member 
number 235, had for years stored books for 
Riis-Knudsen in Ngrresundby, but when the 
row erupted over Riis-Knudsen’s relationship 
with Nidal Khazouh the “racial comrades” 
stole much of his stock. 

Links with Germany also figured strongly 
in Rasmussen’s disclosures. For example, 
Carsten Thorsen (DNSB member B255) uses 
his house in Saxkgbing as a pagan celebration 
centre for midsummer ceremonies. The event 
there on 26 June was attended by more than 
100 Danish and German nazis. 

Film of a meeting in Hemmershgj showed 
nazis from Denmark and abroad celebrating 
Adolf Hitler’s 100th birthday. Riis-Knudsen

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was also shown with Auschwitz liar Thies 
Christophersen at Christophersen’s home, 
with the former SS man proudly displaying a 
painting of Hitler which he normally conceals 
behind a nondescript poster. 

Rasmussen, who claims to have been an 
infiltrator, also proved the active involvement 
of Danish nazis in criminal activities. A tape- 
recording of a telephone conversation with 
Riis-Knudsen revealed that DNSB chairman 
Jonni Hansen had broken into the offices of 
the immigrants’ organisation IndSam and the 
anti-racist group Fairplay last July, wrecking 
equipment and stealing membership files. 

Though Hansen denies the charges, Albert 
Larsen, leader of the rival National Party, 
says that Hansen was behind a similar bur- 
glary in 1987 when the address lists of the 
Left Socialists were stolen. When a TV crew 
tried to question Hansen at his home address 
in Copenhagen about his activities as a bur- 
glar, it was threatened by a hooded goon 
armed with a club. 

Larsen, an ally of the banned German NF, 
was also featured on film. In one scene 
Larsen, who was an officer in the Danish 
army for seven years, talks about importing 
explosives from Poland and in a taped tele- 
phone conversation commits himself to ter- 
rorism as a necessary political method. 

In the same conversation, Larsen confirms 
that his party has a hit-squad called the 
Danish Brotherhood, which attacked Lubna 
Elahi, a Pakistani who sits on_ the 
Copenhagen city council, and declares that it 
will mount more such attacks. 

Larsen’s admission that he gathers the 
addresses of immigrant-owned shops and 
political opponents, and his links with nazi 
terror and two of its top German exponents, 
NF leaders Meinolf Schénborn and Andreas 
Pohl, should prompt the Danish police to look 
at him in connection with the fascist bombing 
last year in which Henrik Christensen, a 
Copenhagen anti-fascist, was murdered. 

Whether Rasmussen was a genuine infiltra- 
tor is not yet known. Curiously, despite his 
long involvement with the extreme right, he 
has said little so far about where the right- 
wing populist Progress Party fits into the pic- 
ture or about the alleged links between far- 
rightists and the new Trivselpartiet, formed 
by Mogens Glistrup, former leader of the 
Progress Partyt.

Boneheads convicted 


Five nazi boneheads have been convicted in 
Trollhatten for a vicious assault which left a 
Somali political refugee in a week-long coma. 

The ferocity and violence of the attack, 
which took place in front of numerous 
passers-by, shocked even hardened _ police 
officers. The victim was kicked to the ground 
and rendered unconscious by one of the bone- 
heads who jumped on his head. 

The boneheads had taken part earlier that 
day in an anti-immigration rally featuring the 
chairman of fascist Sweden Democrats, 
Anders Klarstr6m. Two of them admitted to 
being members of the Sweden Democrats, 
while a third has been identified as a local 
supporter of the nazi terrorist Storm network. 

Anders Klarstrém, an old friend of the key 
Storm network leaders, has a criminal record 
dating back to the Hitlerite Nordic Reich 
Party in Gothenburg in the early 1980s. He 
has convictions for death threats against anti- 
fascists, among other things. He has recently 
tried to reorganise the Sweden Democrats, 
following its electoral defeats two years ago. 

Trollhattan established itself as Sweden’s 
racist capital during the summer months. 
After the attack on the Somali refugee, racists 
distributed leaflets and a campaign against 
Muslims was launched, fuelled by numerous 
statements from the extreme-right parliamen- 
tary party New Democracy. 

The result was an arson attack on the 
town’s mosque, the oldest in Sweden, which 
was burned to the ground. Three nazi youths, 
including one of those convicted for the 
attack on the Somali refugee, have been 
arrested and have confessed to the arson. 

The incidents in Trollhattan, however, are 
only two of a series of savage attacks in 
which racists and neo-nazis have gone on the 
offensive in Sweden this summer: 

On 22 May a Swedish woman and her for- 
eign friend were assaulted by five drunken 
Swedish men in a restaurant in Stockholm. 
The men were later identified as off-duty 
police officers. 

On 18 June two men were arrested for an 
arson on a foreign-owned restaurant in Osby. 

In Partille on 27 June nine refugees needed 
hospital treatment after a military smoke- 
grenade attack on a refugee centre. 

On 4 July in Morgongava a 13-year-old 
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Somali girl was raped by three local youths, PeLUMTORU 


one of whom had previously subjected her to 
racial harassment. 

An Egyptian-owned travel agency was 
petrol-bombed in Falkenberg on 8 July. 

On 11 July in Stockholm a Swede drew a 
pistol and threatened a group of Romanis. 

A Turkish family’s flat was petrol-bombed 
in Trelleborg on 12 July. 

On 17 July a refugee centre was set alight 
in Gringesberg and a large mob of Swedish 
youths launched a racially-motivated attack 
on a group of foreign youths in Héganas. 

In Viasteras on 18 July two unidentified 
Swedes shouting racist abuse stabbed and 
seriously injured a Bolivian migrant. 

On 24 July a foreign-owned restaurant in 
Oxelésund and a refugee centre in Tallnés 
were set on fire. 

And on 25 July boneheads attacked three 
Somalis when their car stopped at traffic 
lights in Stockholm and racists held a Ku 
Klux Klan-style cross-burning in Paulistr6m.

NORWAY 


Low poll for racists 


Norway’s anti-immigration Progress Party 
saw its vote slashed to 6 per cent in Septem- 
ber’s general election, which returned another 
minority Labour government. At the time of 
going to press, final results were not available 
but it appears that all the extreme-right candi- 
dates failed to do as well as they had hoped. 

Some of their preelection stunts had been a 
shambles. The fascist Fatherland Party (FLP), 
led by Harald Trefall, attempted to hold a 
rally in Youngstorget square in Oslo on 4 
September. Joined by Bjarne Dal, the party’s 
Oslo leader, and Jan Hgegh, the FLP’s top 
candidate, Trefall had just started to speak 
when more than 400 anti-fascists stormed 
into the square to register their protest. 

In the resulting fracas, protesters mounted 
the platform, wrecking the PA system and 
tearing up leaflets and posters. Brief scuffles 
broke out between some anti-fascists and the 
racists on the platform, watched by a group of 
well known nazi skinheads who wisely decid- 
ed to stay out of the fray. 

After ten minutes a large force of police 
arrived to push back the anti-fascists who 
continued to pelt the three FLP leaders with 
eggs and tomatoes. The event was a disaster 
for the FLP, whose leaders fled in a car. 

Fascist leader Arne Myrdal got similar 
treatment when he visited Stavanger on his 
somewhat erratic speaking tour of Norway. 
After holding “rallies” in Risdr, Tvedestrand 
and Kristiansand, where his audiences would 
have failed to fill a telephone kiosk, he got a 
nasty surprise in Stavanger. 

More than 2,000 outraged local residents 
drowned his speech with drums and whistles 
and bombarding him with eggs and tomatoes. 
After half an hour Myrdal gave up. 

Though the racist parties were clobbered in 
the election, the campaign revealed one omi- 
nous feature: the level of support for racists 
among school students. In mock elections 
involving over 160,000 students, the FLP got 
2.5% and the Stop Immigration party 1.5%, 
equal to two parliamentary seats.

Wartime fascist 
dictator honoured 


More than 50,000 Hungarians paid homage to 
Admiral Mikl6s Horthy, Hungary’s inter-war 
and wartime fascist dictator, when his 
remains were reburied in the small town of 
Kenderes in eastern Hungary on 4 September. 
Several government ministers took part while 
soldiers in nazi helmets and Wehrmacht uni- 
forms formed a guard of honour. 

The ceremony was attended by members of 
Horthy’s family and by the family of Jozsef 
Antall, the current Hungarian premier. Antall 
himself, who at the beginning of September 
had described the dictator as “a Hungarian 
patriot”, was diplomatically absent. 

Despite Antall’s absence, his rightist gov- 
ernment was instrumental in facilitating 
Horthy’s reburial in the Horthy family crypt. 
In commemoration of the occasion, the gov- 
ernment issued newly-minted medals and 
ensured that the ceremony was broadcast live 
by the state-controlled radio and television. 

These acts guaranteed the rehabilitation of 
Horthy, described in the English-language 
Budapest Week as “a thoroughly despicable 
historical figure”, and all he stood for — above 
all antisemitism and Magyar nationalism. 

Thus it was fitting that among the “mourn- 
ers” were Hungary’s chief antisemite, Istvan 
Czurka, leader of the Hungarian Truth Party 
leader. and its chief Gypsy-hater, interior 
minister Peter Boross. 

Among the wreaths was one purporting to 
say “Thank you — from the Jewish communi- 
ty”. The wreath was fraudulent as the event 
caused deep outrage among Hungary’s Jewish 
community and among other Hungarians 
worried by their government’s open flirtation 
with antisemitism and nostalgia for the 
Horthy period. 

The day before the reburial hundreds of 
Jewish people and other protesters stood in 
heavy rain in a vigil against the ceremony. 
The next day, about 2,000 mainly young peo- 
ple took part in a demonstration mocking the 
macabre ritual in Kenderes. 

When a mob of nazi boneheads, some with 
swastikas and Hungarian fascist Arrow Cross 
symbols, arrived to create a provocation they 
were booed and jeered, and then driven off by 
two elderly women demonstrators brandish- 
ing umbrellas. 

Horthy came to power in 1920 and presided 
over a reign of terror in which hundreds of 
Jews and communists were murdered during 
the 1920s and 1930s. During the war years, 
he was one of Adolf Hitler’s most loyal and 
servile allies. His hands were soaked in blood 
from his complicity in the murder of Jews 
deported from the German and Hungarian 
occupied regions of Slovakia, the Carpathian 
Ukraine and Transylvania. 

After signing the Trianon pact, which 
ceded Hungarian territory to neighbours after 
Hungary’s defeat in the first world war, 
Horthy used his friendship with Hitler to grab 
the land back. 

He finally entered into secret talks with the 
Allies in a bid to save his own skin. Rather 
than murder such a docile ally, the Nazis just 
pushed him aside, allowing him to flee to 


Not a wartime picture but the guard 
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Portugal, then under the iron heel of the fas- 
cist Salazar dictatorship. He died there in 
1957. 

Horthy’s official rehabilitation may not be 
the last fascist rehabilitation in Hungary. A 
few months ago, Gyula Zacsek, an MP from 
Czurka’s old party, Democratic Forum, was 
touting around the American-Hungarian com- 
munity in New York the possibility of reha- 
bilitating the equally blood-stained Arrow 
Cross fascist leader Imre Szalasi.

Hi-tech nazis 


International neo-nazis are building a world- 
wide computer net to deceive law enforce- 
ment agencies, target anti-fascists for vio- 
lence and murder and develop a terrorist 
infrastructure. 

The source of this sinister new develop- 
ment is Gary Rex Lauck’s US-based nazi 
NSDAP-AO, which distributes a magazine on 
computer disk to hand-picked and trusted 
members of the international fascist cadre. 
The magazine, Endsieg, is distributed in The 
Netherlands, Austria, Germany and France. 

The latest issue, captured in a police raid, 
contains detailed instructions from the so- 
called “Werewolf authors’ collective” on how 
to make firebombs and other explosive 
devices using home-made detonators. 

Readers are told that the materials to con- 
struct effective weapons are everywhere to 
hand — “mum’s kitchen and dad’s living 
room” — and include soap flakes, washing-up 
liquid. whisky, diesel and other materials. 
Endsieg especially recommends home manu- 
facture of napalm bombs. 

Elsewhere in the magazine, which is also 
sent over computer modems and_ bulletin 
boards, Lauck calls for special help “for the 
comrades in Ostmark” (nazi-speak for 
Austria). 

To facilitate this, he offers an “After Dark” 
screen saver with the slogan “Freedom for 
Kiissel”’, the imprisoned Austrian nazi leader 
on trial for trying to re-form the Nazi party.

Nazis kick off football season with match riot 


Neo-nazi football hooligans orchestrated a 
riot at the end of August at the Paris-St 
Germain football club during a match 
between P-SG and Caen. Trouble broke out 
on the terrace known as the Kop Boulogne, 
which has long been the haunt of extreme- 
right elements. 

Photographs of the violence, which was 
largely directed at the police, showed an array 
of weapons, including iron bars, nunchukas 
and tear-gas. The upper terrace at the Kop has 
been closed for repair recently because of 
vandalism by the hooligans and so they were 
positioned lower down. When they tried to 
invade the pitch, a fight broke out. Thirteen 
police were injured by the fascists. Police 
made 14 arrests in the following days. 

Around 50 of the hooligans are known to 
be fascists. Police raids on several apartments 
turned up fascist magazines, posters, T-shirts 
and a swastika flag. 

The football hooligans at the Kop used to 
be organised by the self-styled skinhead lead- 
er Serge Ayoub, alias Batskin, and many of 
them still have links with Ayoub and his 
party, the Jeunesses Nationalistes Révolution- 
naires. Ayoub used to control security for P- 
SG, although a deal for 200,000 francs to stop 
the violence at matches was sabotaged by a 
rival faction. 

One of Ayoub’s sidekicks, Pascal Berger, 
runs a security company called Challenger 
(formerly Rosebud), which also used to pro- 
vide match security for P-SG. Ayoub and his 
friends still supply security for Front National 
meetings and Berger and Ayoub are believed 
to train at a Paris boxing club that frequently 
plays host to football hooligans from the Kop 
who like to get in a spot of sparring before 
matches. Another member of the P-SG secu- 
rity corps took part in a militant neo-nazi 
demonstration against Euro-Disney — in 
February this year. 

Paris-St Germain football club has a long 
history of shameful racist and neo-nazi inci- 
dents. The club’s management has never been 
particularly bothered about the quality of its 
supporters. But the problems are becoming so 
serious that the club has stopped organising 
official trips to away matches because it can- 
not guarantee that they will be free of 
violence. 

Since the riot in August, one of the P-SG 
hooligans has gone on record as saying that 
there will be further violence at the club’s 
ground when France plays Israel on 13 
October. 


Faurisson at nazi conference 

The French revisionist historian Robert 
Faurisson recently turned up in Berne, 
Switzerland at a secret conference hosted by

the Swiss organisation Avalon Gemeinschaft. 
Faurisson delivered a speech on the theme of 
“The Holocaust, the new dogma of the 20th 
century”. 

Also. present was  Gaston-Armand 
Amaudruz, the ageing Swiss nazi. The meet- 
ing was organised by Roger Wiirthrich and 
chaired by Arthur Vogt. Around 15 revision- 
ists attended. 

Of these, Amaudruz is the most interesting, 
being the Swiss contact for the New 
European Order and one of its key organisers. 
He publishes a newsletter called Courrier du 
Continent, among a myriad of other titles. He 
is also linked to the Kameradschaft 
Adlerhorst, making him the most active and 
well connected Swiss fascist. 

Wiirthrich is the organiser of the Wiking 
Jugend Schweiz, based in Worblaufen, which 
has run paramilitary training camps for its 
young militants in previous years. Wiirthrich 
also publishes a quarterly magazine called 
Nordwind. 

While the meeting itself was fairly run-of- 
the-mill stuff for Faurisson, it reveals the 
extent of his contacts in the neo-nazi milieu 
outside France. Faurisson has_ previously 
made sure that only his other revisionist 
cronies have been linked with him. 


Weapons seized 


Three fascists were arrested at the end of 
August and charged with incitement to racial 
hatred following the discovery in the Parisian 
suburb of Villepinte of a large bundle of 
stickers glorifying the Nazi regime, two pis- 
tols and a number of gas grenades. The stick- 
ers bore swastikas and the inscriptions “Hitler 
was right” and “Stop immigration”. The 
address on the stickers was a postbox in the 
USA and they appeared to originate from the 
Ku Klux Klan and the NSDAP-AO. The three 
who were arrested are sympathisers of the 
American Confederation of Hammerskins.

Le Pen breaks silence 

After a long silence, Jean-Marie Le Pen, lead- 
er of the Front National, has decided to offer 
us his latest thoughts. He attacked the “11 
million immigrants who have come to our 
country since the Liberation” and went on to 
say that in 10 years’ time the Paris region 
would be “mostly foreigners”. 

He then described Charles Pasqua, the inte- 
rior minister, as “a clever man, who some- 
times in the eyes of French patriots comes 
close to our position’, a reference to Pasqua’s 
recent legislation aimed at expelling immi- 
grants and tightening up the nationality laws. 

This comment was greeted by silence at the 
party conference where it was made. 
However Le Pen then added, more typically, 
“but his measures are quite insufficient”. 

The annual Bleu Blanc Rouge (Blue, 
White, Red) festival of the Front National 
was due to take place at the end of 
September. The FN usually announces its 
programme for the coming year at this gather- 
ing. More news next month. 


Banned 


Last month we reported the activities of the 
Heimattreue Vereinigung Elsass (HVE), the 
French neo-nazi paramilitary group based in 
Alsace. We are pleased to announce that the 
French government has now banned this 
organisation. An official interior ministry 
decree, dated 2 September, announced that 
the HVE had been summarily dissolved. The 
decree was signed by the president, the prime 
minister and the interior minister. 

The banning order was made under several 
laws on the grounds that the HVE was a para- 
military organisation, was collaborating with 
the enemy and its members wore nazi uni- 
forms, and that it promoted racial hatred, 
nazi, revisionist and antisemitic ideologies. 

It remains to be seen whether the HVE will 
resurface under a new guise. 
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Under the banner “The Tide Is Turning”, over 
2.400 people attended the Christian 
Coalition’s third national conference on 10 
and 11 September in Washington, DC. The 
meeting was a combination of a rally and a 
strategy session for the far right-wing of the 
Republican Party. 

Despite executive director Ralph Reed’s 
attempts to open the meeting to the main- 
stream press and add economic issues to the 
group’s agenda, the conference overflowed 
with attacks on the “liberal media”, public 
education, abortion rights for women and 
civil rights for gays and lesbians. 

Reed hoped the press would forget his 1991 
remark: “I want to be invisible. I do guerrilla 
warfare. I paint my face and travel at night. 
You don’t know it’s over until you’re in a 
body bag.” Thereafter Christian Coalition 
members who ran for public office were 
called “stealth candidates”, because they 
often hid their affiliation. 

The Christian Coalition was founded in 
1990 by television evangelist Pat Robertson. 
It claims 450.000 members and 872 chapters 
as well as a database of 1.6 million support- 
ive voting households. In 1991 the Coalition 
began a precinct-by-precinct state-by-state 
drive to take over the Republican Party. As a 
result, a third of the delegates to the 1992 
Republican Convention owed their allegiance 
to Robertson’s organisation. 

This year’s meeting featured speeches by a 
line-up of Republican Party 1996 presidential 
hopefuls: Senator Bob Dole from Kansas, 
Bush’s housing secretary Jack Kemp. and 
Senator Phil Gramm from Texas. But the 
loudest applause was reserved for Pat 
Buchanan, who plans a repeat of his 1992 
presidential bid. 

Buchanan pushed back Reed’s attempt to 
throw Christian Coalition support behind the 
North American Free Trade Act (NAFTA). 
Reed hoped to make friends with mainstream 
Republicans such as Dole and the many 
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neo-conservatives who support NAFTA. 
Buchanan, on the other hand, opposes 
NAFTA with a variant of pre-second world 
war old right style America First ultra- 
nationalism. 

Buchanan’s speech also attacked “multicul- 
turalism’”, claiming “our culture is superior 
because our religion is Christianity.” He 
threatened to split the Republican Party if it 
changed its staunch anti-abortion platform. 

Some moderate Republicans believe that 
Buchanan’s and Robertson’s widely televised 
inflammatory calls for cultural war at the 
1992 Republican Convention cost President 
Bush the election. Some Democratic Party 
leaders similarly believe the Christian 
Coalition is an albatross which cost the 
Republican Party moderate voters. But Ralph 
Reed has also launched a drive to recruit 
blacks and Hispanics, mainstays of the 
Democratic Party. 

Reed commissioned a survey in August, 
which he claimed demonstrated that African 
Americans. Hispanics and whites were all 
equally conservative on social issues such as 
abortion and gay rights. He also invited Roy 
Innis to speak at the September conference. 
Innis presides over the Congress of Racial 
Equality, once widely respected in the civil 
rights movement but now shrunk to a handful 
of Innis loyalists. He flirted briefly with the 
Lyndon LaRouche organisation and Reverend 
Moon’s Unification Church. Now Innis is 
running in the New York City Democratic 
Party mayoral primary against David 
Dinkins, the incumbent. 

But Reed’s recruitment efforts will be 
stymied by the Coalition’s attacks on public 
education and support for obvious racists 
such as Buchanan. 


Paul Weyrich and NET 


Since its foundation, the Christian Coalition 
has focused on training its members to identi- 
fy right-wing voters and run for political 
office. But it has not forsaken the electronic 
media which pushed Jerry Falwell and the 
Moral Majority to the forefront in the 1970s. 


This time around they are combining Pat 
Robertson’s Christian Broadcast Network — 
and its panoply of talk shows, news broad- 
casts and other opinion moulding _ pro- 
grammes — with Paul Weyrich’s more 
focussed satellite television station, National 
Empowerment Television (NET). 

Since 1991, Weyrich’s Free Congress 
Foundation has used a KU Band satellite link 
for space age interactive television. Programs 
are beamed to designated groups of viewers 
who watch talk show style programs and then 
speak directly with the show’s guests. It is the 
“electronic town meeting” popularised by 
Ross Perot during his 1992 presidential 
campaign. 

Although NET only broadcasts for selected 
hours each month, Weyrich and the Free 
Congress Foundation use the NET program- 
ming to build grass roots support and quickly 
mobilise constituents. They have also been 
broadcasting to Russia through an agreement 
with the Russian ministry of information. 

Next December NET will begin 24-hour 
broadcasts on an open channel, geared to the 
14 million Americans with satellite televi- 
sion. The closed channel interactive program- 
ming, geared to a select group of right-wing 
activists. will also continue. 


Anti-abortion violence goes on 


While the Christian Coalition mobilises right- 
wing voters, violent attacks on women’s 
rights continue. In August. Dr George Tiller 
was shot in both arms as he was leaving his 
abortion clinic in Wichita, Kansas. Police 
arrested a 38-year-old woman from Oregon 
who had written letters of support to the man 
charged with killing Dr David Gunn. 

Gunn ran an abortion clinic in Pensacola, 
Florida. In 1992, Operation Rescue had 
attempted to close down Tiller’s clinic with a 
mass blockade which resulted in hundreds of 
arrests. 

Attorney General Janet Reno is reportedly 
investigating the use of federal laws to stop 
right-wingers’ attempts to close family plan- 
ning clinics.
